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RULES 


OF THE 

Society for the Promotion of Hellenic Studies. 


i. The objects of tins Society be as follows ■— 

I. Tn advance the study of Greek language, literature, and ait, anti 
to illustrate the history of the Greek race in the ancient, tsyzantine, 
and Keo-Hcileiuc periods, by die publication of memoirs and unedited 
doeiwu-nU or monuments in a Journal to be issued periodically, 

H. To collect drawings, facsimiles, transcripts, plans, and photo* 
graphs, ol <j reek inscriptions, MSS., works of art. ancient sites and remains, 
and with this view to invite travellers to conummicHte 1o the Society 
notes or sketches of arch Geological and topographical interest 

Ill. To organise means by which member; of tht- Society may have 
increased ficilhie-; for 'visiting ancient sites and pursuing arc I ecological 
researches in countries which, at any tune, have been the sites of Hellenic 
civilisation. 

£. Hie Society ahull consist nf a President, Vice-Presidents, a Council, 
a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, 40 lion Member-, and Urdinary 
Members. All officers of the Society shall Ur chosen from among it; 
Mcmliers, and shall be rjr-wJ&Vio members of the Council. 

J. 1 he I 'resilient shall preside at all tieuimJ, Ordinary, or Special 
Meetings ol the Society, and of the Ounuril or of any Committee til 
which he is present. In case of the absence of the President, one of 
tile Vice-President? shall preside in lib stead, and in the absence of the 
Vice- Presidium the Treasurer. In the absence of the Treasurer the 
Council or Committee shall appoint one of their Members 10 preside. 

4. The funds and oilier properly of Llie society diall U- .uhninLucred 
and applied by 1 he Council in such mannet us iht-y shall consider most 
conducivt to the objects of the Society, provided that the Society shall 
not make any dividend, gift, division or bonus 111 money unto or between 
any of its members, in the Council shall also be vested the control ol all

publications issued by the Society, and Lhe genera! management of all its 
affairs, and concerns. The number ol the Council shall nor exceed fifty- 

5. The Treasurer shall receive, on account of the Society, all 
subscriptions, donations, or other moneys accruing to the funds lhereof, 
and shah make all payment* ordered by the Council. All cheques shall 
be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Secretary. 

o. In the absence of the Treasurer the Council may direct that 
cheques mu.’/ be signed by two members of Council and countersigned 
by the Secretary. 

7. The Council shall meet as often as they may deem necessary for 
the despatch ui business. 

W. Due notice of every such Meeting shall be sexd to each Member 
of the Council* bv a summons signed by the Secretary, 

n, Three Members 0! the Council, provided not more thin one o| 
the three present be a permanent officer of the Society, shall tie a 
quorum. 

jo, All questions before the Council shall lie determined by a 
majority of votes. TUr Chairman to have a casting volc. 

it. The Council shall prepare an Annual Report, to be submitted 
to die Annual Meeting of the Society. 

12, The secretary shall give notice in writing to each Member of 
the Council of thr ordinary days of meeting of the Council. and sliaiJ 
have authority m iumraoii a special and Extraordinary Meeting ol die 
Crmndl on a requisition signed by at least four Member^ of the Council 

13, Two Auditors, noi bting Members of the Council, 'hall be 
elected by the S'ocict.y in each year. 

14, A Genera I Mating of the Society shall be held in London in 
June ol cadi year, when the Reports of the Council and of the Auditors 
shall Ik- read, the Council. Officers, and Auditors for the ensuing year 
elected, and any oilier business recommended by the Council discussed 
arid determined. Meetings of ilia Society tor the reading of papers, 
may be livid ,it Such times as the Council may lix. due notice bdflg 
given to Members. 

1H, The Presidenl. Vite-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, and 
Council shall fit elected by the Members ol the Society at the Annvud 
Meeting.

2u. The elections of the Officers, Council, and Auditors* at the 
Annual Meeting, shall he by a majority of the votes of those present. 
The Chairman of the Meeting shall iiave a casting vote. The mode In 
which the vote shall be taken -diall be determined by the Presidciil. 
and Council. 

21. t very Member oi the Society shall be sumtrionctl to the Annual 
Meeting by notice issued at least one month be hire it h Ldd. 

22. All motions made at the Annual Moling shall hr in writing 
and shall be signed by the mover and seconder No motion shall fot 
submitted, unless notice of it has been given to the Secretary at [east 
three weeks before ilio Annual Heeling. 

33. Upon any vacancy in the Presidency incurring between the 
Annual Elect ions, one of the Vice-Presidents dial" be elected by i'ht 
Council to othciaie as President until the next Annual Meeting. 

24. All vacancies among the other Officers of l hr. Society occurring 
between the iarae dales shall in lik* manner be provisionally filled up 
by the l>»uncil until the next Annual Meeting. 

25, The names of al! Candidates wishing to become Members 0! the 
Society shall 3 >c submitted to Lhc Council in whose hands their election 
shall rest. 

4b* Tlie Annual Subscript io 11 of Meintxirs shall be cme guinea, payable 
and due on the 1st uf January each year; this annual subscription may be 
compounded for by a single paymi&t d (15 15s., mipilhig compounder* 
to \'rt Members id lhc Society fur lift, without further payment, AH 
Members elecied on of alter January 1. tqzi. shall pay on election an 
entrance lee ot me guinea. 

27. The paymem of tbe Annual Subscript inti, *jr of the Life 
Composition* entitles eacli Member to receive a copy of the ordinary 
publications of the Society* 


28. When any Member of the Society shall be *x months ro am-ar 
of UU Annual Subscription- the Secretary or Treasure* sliitll rtnmiul him 
ol the arrears due, and in case of non-payment thereof witbi» sis mouth* 
aller (late ot such notice, such defaulting Member Juill cease to be -i 
Member of the Society, unless the Council make ati order to the contrary 

2<j, Members intending to leave the Society must send a formal 
notice of resignation to die Secretary on or before January I: otherwise 
tlmv will be held liable for the subscription for the current year. 

30. If at any time there may ori*’^ ca*** ^ ot t,lp **P ubiim of a 
Member of the Society. a Special fleeting of the Council diall be held 
t0 matter the c;ul % and if at stick Meeting at least two-Llutds of the 
Metnbers present shall concur in a resolution for the expulsion of such 
Member of tlit Sodetv, the President shall submit tin same for con¬ 
firmation at a General Meeting oi the Society specially summoned for 
tliis purpose, and if the decision of the Council he confirmed by a 
majority at ilu- General Meeting, notice shall be given to that effect to 
the Member in question, who dial! thereupon cease to he a Member oi 

tlie Society.

14. The mimt* of Candidates wishing to become Student-Associates 
shall be submitted to the Council in the manner prescribed for Ihe

33. Ev ry Studcnt-Afiftodfl-te must be proposed by las tutor or 
teacher who must hi' a person occupying a recognised position in ihtf 
University to which the Candidate belongs- and must undertake 
responsibility for his Candidate, in respect of Hooks 01 Slides borrowed 
fmm the Library. 


36 , Student-Associate^ shall pay an Annual Subscription of ios. 6 d. 
payable m election imd 011 January isi of each succtiednig vear ( with- 
out Entrance Fee. They will be entitled to reedw all the privilege of 
ifoc Society, with the eoception of the right to vote at Met lings. 

37. Sttrdent-AssodatK. may Income Full Members of the Society! 
without p&ymem of Entrance Fee. at or bdere the inspiration of their 
Stude nt~ Associa t esb i p. 

3S. Ladles shall he eligible as Ordinary Members or Student* 
Associates of the Society, and when elected slmJI be entitled to the ^mt 
privileges as ulliet Ordinary Members or Stnden l-Associates. 

39. Kd change shall he made in the RtiK of the Society unless 
at least a fortnight before the Annual Meeting specific notice lw given 
to every Member of the Society ol liie chajige-s proposed.

In the JimrMl of Egyptian Arehatd<%y \ Itavc just published 1 a quantity 
uf new evidence with regard to Reft in, which should be read as an intro¬

In this advance an important place must be 
given to two of Mr Davies’ discoveries and publications of pans of >crues 
from new tombs at Thebes. The first was a procession of 1 E si antlers 1 * 
from the tomb of L'scranton, and die second was a captive labelled ‘ Kcftiu,’ * 
(r is perhaps hardly possible to find two figures more unlike. The derailed 
discussion ui the new Kelt iua ti figure is deferred till taier, and for die present 
hi w ill cu n fin e ourselves to the well-known pictures and types about which 
st< much hits already been said. 

Let us, therefore, begin with L scramon’s fresco. Here are figured 
people wearing a dress and locks of hai r ihat are identical with those of the 
Snimul 1 esi n. J This dress is the cutaway kill with m pendant, so me tunes 
called a * rod piece,' in front! which is shewn notvherc else in Egypt hut in 
these iwo pannings, 4 and Mr. Davies very obligingly gives a copy of the 
St-nmui pictures for comparison. Userainon’s people art undoubtedly the 
»amc as those nfSennftut, and they arc just as undoubtedly Cretans. But 
are they Kdlruans^ That is a very different matter. In Scmmir they are 
unnamed, as has already been seen, hut the pro-Cretans start off by assum¬ 
ing that they arc Kcltiuans " and then proceed as if it were proved that 
Keiitu w<ts Crete and Kelt hums were M moans. Useramon fort anilely 
gives us die name of these very' distinct people, which lias been lost from 
Seiiiimt. tie calls them the people of ‘ the tales in the midst of the Sea,* * 
but says not a word about Kefliu,* Short of (he direct statement that 
dw>c people are not Keftiuana, which <>1 course is nut of the question. it is 
hardly possible n« desire a more complete vindication of rrn thesis that 
Keftiu was nm the Isles and should be separated from them, fun her, it is 
i, complete and final proof oi the deduction I ventured to make that the 
s, Hinut pro]tie were indeed the 1 ' People of the Isks in the rnidst of the Sea.' 1 " 
I bus, the basis is shewn never to nave existed on which has been built 
most of the theory that to the Egyptian Kcftiu was Crete; unless, of course, 
its adherents prefer to claim dial when the Egyptian wrote * Isles in the 
midst of the Sea 1 he really meant ‘ Keftiu * and vice versa. 
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In ncwofihc l acu it mas scan extraordinary that the K.eftiuu[is should 
ever have been confused with dir People of lUe Ides in die midst of the 
Sea, vet such lias been the ease, and it is this confusion dial lies at the 
bottom ol most of the difficultii‘< besetting tlic student at the present time. 
Thus, at tin- beginning of the modem discussion of these fimplrv w find 
that Dr. Hall published the Senmiit scene of whai ive mw know to la- 
Island and Cretan ambassadors under the title of' The Kelli u-fresrn hr the 
Tomb of Sen nun. 1 M In another article he speaks of ; the well-known 
wall-painting nj Keftian Miunuii Cretan) ambassadnn in the tomb of 
Summit Jit Kgyptiim Thebes,’ Indeed right back in his original article 
hr goes so far as to state that in'. . . Senmut and Rekhm&ra, the people 
from Keftiu are always depicted a,s Mycenacans of Ihc type of the Kncissian 
cupbearer and the bull-catchers of the Yaphio cups.' 1S Similar re marks 
will be found elsewhere in iiiis article. 1 * However, a mure cautious 
spirit made itself apparent tri his later writings, where Senmut’s people 
are called * Mb man Cretan ambassadors, 1 the word ‘ KefUium ' being 
dropped, 1 ' 1 Though the position lints appears In have been shifted, the 
pro-Cretan still maintains the original outlook bt nmv giving the name 
Miitoai] equally t(< Scuniut's Islanders, to Mcnkhrpcrresenl/a Kdtimtm 
and Rckhinirv's mixed group of Islanders and Keii.ii in ns.

Wr are, of course, now not only fret*, but 
obliged, to t reat tT the civ|»t»ni of the People uf the Ides as mu- and dmt 
of tin* Kelihiam as auntlirr, Y this had already been dour even under the 
old conditions in my original artide. a consideration of some of ip points 
will lie helpful here,

the case, tin: scene in Rckhrmre shows a mixed i mnpany of Keftiuans find 
Islanders, and 1 then proceeded to analyse tin combined group ot offerings 
whit h these two peoples bring.

Surely a poor shewing 
for the 'country which is supposed to He concealed under the name Kcftiu. 
Such being the case, it is impossible to admit that in these frescoes of 
Kefttuans and Keltiuans-cum- islanders the Egyptians have left us a record 
Of tribute-bearers coming from Crete and now here else. A further proof, 
if one were needed, that these people came from somewhere other than 
Crete js to be found in the objects brought by the people in Senmut and 
Usentmun. These people. as UserainonX iru-cirption tells us, come from 
' the Isles in the midst of the Sea ’ only, and the drawings of ihcir tribute 
shew it quite correctly to be as Cretan as could possibly lx* desired, with 
the exception of the great howl, No. 7R on Pi. XI of luy Keftiu .mick. It 
is evident, then, that the Kdliuan civilisation with which wr arc dealing 
In Rekhmiro, Mcnkheperresenb arid Amencmheb is tint a simple Cretan 
one like that of Sen mu t and llseranion. Ii is. in tact, quite a different 
civilisation, but one which included in itself a few objects which at present 
wc believe to be of Cretan origin. These were very few. actually only 
round about 17-5% at most and possibly even less. 

Naturally it would be ridiculous to insist too strongly on these per* 
ventages, or to pretend that they arc in any way mathematically exact, 
and I myself should lie the last to wish to do so, But, on the other hand, 
it would In? equally unreasonable m put them aside as meaningless, and 1 
do very strongly maintain that they give us a guide as to vvhal the civilisation 
w ,ts with which we are drilling. It, therefore, seems a fair deduction to draw 
that die Egyptian frescoes dr> iuu apeak in favour of the supposition that 
Kcftiu was Crete, Indeed, a claim for Crete founded on these frescoes is 
precarious to say the least of it. I f the discrepancy is to be explained by 
those blessed words “confusion,’ 4 carelessness.' * in accuracyV ‘strange 
blunder of the Egyptian artist/ 8 * then surds it would be a waste of lime to 
attempt to study records so confused as these would be—records which 
would have overlaid a supposedly Cretan culture with some 79% of 11 ou- 
Creian things. But happily' things arc noi so bad a* that. Tlx men w hose 
pictures we arc now studying were not scientists giving us essays in ethnology, 
bni 41 lists engaged in representing things as they saw diem with reasonable 
accuracy. If proofs of this arc necessary, several are forthcoming. We 
have already had two instances of the accuracy with which Mi noun things 
from Crete arc depicted in Semnut and Useramon, Another very striking 
one will be pointed out in the next section. Yet a not her is to he found in 
the fact that an analysis of the artists’ pictorial records kadi us to think of 
a land in contact with Syria on the one hand and Crete on the other. In 
fact they direct us to just such a land as our study of the contemporary 
incantation and the scribe’s list of names has already indicated/ 1 That 
laud was Cilicia. I sauna, i.yraonia and Pisidiu. 

More evidence of the desire of die Egyptian painter to attain such 
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,Ki‘ijt,u > as u-a* possible within his limitations 82 is provided by the kilts, 
in v. Licit Rckb mi re’s artist lias dressed bis mixed company of fveftiuaiis 
anti Islander* ' Figs, j, 3, 8 . In the present stale of general opinion it 
cnnnoi Ik- loo strongly empniwised that die kilts there shewn arc not the 
cutaway kilts of Schmid and Useramoti Fig. 14b** The difficulty is that 
in RekhmirtVs fresco the pendant, or 1 codpiece ’ as the Aegean arcltae- 
olngbi* describe it. which is proper to the cutaway kill, had in the first 
stages of thr painting been added to the full Kcfttuan kill, as in Fig, I, 31 
where us top can be seen projecting tit front, However, it can mu belong 
to The Kdiiuan kill, tor that is lull and not caught up in any way. Not 
only does the shape of the kill tell Us this, bin also the fact that There is 
no sign of it on the kihs of the Kcfiinaiis of Menkhepcrrcseob. Thus, 
il was only added here in Rekhmire, where the Kcrtiuans appear in 
companv with the wearrrs of this pen dam, that is to sav. the People of the 
Ides in the midst oj the Sea. 1 staled originally, 33 these pendants in 
Ri klimm arc very faint, having white paint on them, and new Mr, Davies, 
»■■finse lifetime of study of the Egyptian frescoes gives especial weight *0 
his judgment, pronounce* them to have been painted out. 3 * In other 
nurds, ii was realised that People of the Isles ought it* have kills with 
pendants, and that Keftiuans ought to have full kilts without them. The 
artist, having painted the whole of his mixed group of Islanders and 
Keftkiam with the less unusual full kilt, tried to fit in the queer Island 
pendant which hr knew ought, to appear somrhovv in such a scene. Fi nding 
ii impossible with the kills he had painted he save up the attempt. His 
task now was to brim: bis pictures back to some sort of truth. Should he 
paint out a number ol the kills and repaint them as the strange garment, 
of which he had grasped ihe most salient truiure, die pendant? Or 
should lie jusL paint out the pendants, which he realised were foreign to the 
garment he had pul in, ant! so leave his people correctly garbed, at least 
according to the (addon of one of them? To paint out the comparatively 
small pendant was a quick and easy matter; moreover, it entailed no 
repainting of a Dew 1 set of kilts. Who, therefore, shall blame him If he 
adopted thr second course, or brand him as lazy? Ignorant we see he was 
not. Careless is sttrely ton harsh a stigma to tlvsten on a man who is subject 
h> I he same frailties as the rest of us, but who was not ashamed to admit 
a mistake. He did what human nature is always prone to do in all countries 
under such cirnimsKiru cs. He made the best of a bad job. and produced 
something good enough for his purpose, Thai purpose, as remarked 
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above, wus not u> illustrate an ethnological lumdbook of ihe l-cvattl of His 
lime, though that is how we try to me hh work to-day, and in su doiiut 
some of ns have been sadly disturbed by his solution of his difliiuliici. 
tn ibis way it has come about that Rckh mire's ari isi has left u$ pit In res ol 
a mixed group of Kettiuans ami Islanders dressed in Keftiiian costume, 
but also with ihe evidence upon them of his realisation of bis ownmistake. 

To continue the study of the clothing of the K eft in am. On close 
acquaintance this - proves lo be very characteristic and to afford slifl more 
ev idence as to win* the Keflmans really were. Owing to the vm varying 
views expressed as to the relationships of then garments the question must 
hr treated under at leasi two main headings. WV have to discuss them in 
their relationship to the Cretan on the one hand and to the Philistine on 

the other- ; . , ,, 

In the first place we have Sir Arthur Ev ans 7 all-embracing hospitality 
u hie 1 1 he offer* on behalf of Crete. He claims the isolated and unnamed 
figure in yet another fresco, that of Puyemre, as a Miiioan and therefore 
for him a Keftiuim \Fig. 21 , I his Indict is probably founded on tin - hut 
thai like the Cretans the unnamed man wears long flowing locks >*f hair. 
But even this has lost much of its value for Crete since Vtr. Davies' publica¬ 
tion of the ucu figure which is labelled ‘ Kefriu 'Hg. 23J®’ fins new 
Kcftiuan wears flowing locks like those of Puyemrt’s man, but by no 
stretch u( imagination could lie be called a Cretan. On the contrary, it 
will lie shewn later on 3 " that he tils in well widi die little we do know of 
tile Cilician neighbourhood. RuyUmirt’s unnamed man appears with 
various ambassadors who are called ' die Chiefs t*j Further Syria. He 
may quin well be intended for a Ivetiiuaii nr sonic allied race : but 11 would 
sorely be stretching one’s complaisance u> (lie extremes 1 limit to accept 
his kilt 1 Fig. 15} 59 as teing * substantially identical With that of tile Cup¬ 
bearer and his fellows ‘ , Fig. tty as Sir Arthur Would have us do. 40 

On die contrary, the kilt worn by Puy-iiin- man appears tO me to be 
even, more unlike the Cupbearer’s than those worn by theKeftmam in the 
frescoes of Rckhmire and Menkheperresen b. Pu venire's man wears a 
full kill reaching nearly to the knees; cut straight across the bottom instead 
of falling to a |>oLnt: without pendants or attachment* of any sort; with¬ 
out decorations except an edging running round the outline. The Cup¬ 
bearer anti his fellows, on the other hand, wear kilts that are the tightest 
and shortest compatible ivilh decency. In foes Minimi dress, whether ol 
this type or of the Scitmut ‘ codpiece ’ type, is always of the lightest and 
scantiest, and has been well compared to bathing drawers. So short h 
tilt Cupbearer's costume that although ;< runs down to a tong point m 
front, yet even this point does not reach tin* knees, the greater pait of the 
1 highs being left naked. How ran Puyemres kill be compared to this when 
it has no point lo begin with, and then lo go on with r-iuinly covers the 
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lr£js practically as for as the knees? Then again, besides th«* long point of 
hi* kih i he Cupbearer wears a long network of beads winch-swings down 
bdow he calves. Of anything of this son in Puyepit there is as hi tie sign 
its of the point to the ktU. Vet once more* die kills that are worn in the 
Cupbearer procession at Knows are made of a patterned material, ihc 
pattern .wring the whole of the surface. On the other hand* hiycmre s 
fmiire wears a plain white kill whose only ornament is an edging m blue 
and red somewhat in the Syrian fashion. In view of these iacts I regret 
mv inability to <e any resemblance between die two kilts. Further dis- 
mission of the dts$miil&rities Iwiwcctt thr Fvcftiunu kill and dial of die 
MnioLiii Cupbearer must be ddhred until after lh<* similarities 01 the 
Kefutmn and Philistine kilts have been treated, these two subjects arc 
much involved together. These remarks on the Cupbearer* s kih will be 
found on pp. 16 u> ai. 

After tlji'i wide casting ul the Cretan net which sweeps into one category 
kilts apparent K so very unlike, wc are taken to the oilier extreme when it is 
thr Kcf&iau and Philistine kilts that are under consideration. Here wr meet 
with a judgment so meticulous dial it l'clusc* to accept the essential rela¬ 
tionship of articles of clothing which seem so extremely similar. I bus. Dr. 
Hall savs, ; Like thr Shardina and the rest [it. thcTursha and Shakakha}, 
they (the Philistines', did nut wear the Miriusut or Kcfiian dress.' 11 Here 
we arc only concerned with the Keftiaii dress. The only article- c>f cloiliing 
that is worn by both the Kdiiiutus siul the Sea Raiders,among whom the 
Philistines appear, is thr kih; the Kdmiam npt bang shewn ill battle but 
at court, and conversely the Sea Raiders only being shewn as warriors. 
The question, therefore, of the use of armour does not enter into the com¬ 
parison. A set of drawings of Kcftiuan kilts in the fifteenth century ti.e. 
from Rekhmirc and Mcuk licpe.rrescnb will be found as Tigs, i-fi^and a 
Philistine kill of the twelfth ccnturv Tmin one of Ram esses Ill’s prisoners, 
will be found h; Fig, <>, As stated above, Dr. Hull considers the Philistine 
and Kcftiuan kilts to be quite different the out- from the other* but, on the 
contrary . 1 have to maintain tlmi there is no material difference between 
them, and dial each is a good representative ul the oilier. 

With the Kcftiuan and Philistine kilts horn the Egyptian monuments 
arc included those from a couple of figures from Eukotni in Cyprus, and 
dating to the twelfth or eleventh centuries ic ■- ( Figs. to. 1 i).* 3 One - if them* 
Fig. io s is uoi ri by the warrior fighting the griffin, who ri generally known 
as an 1 Anmaspiim.' Of him Dt. Hall says tlntt ' he docs not look in the 
least like Mr. \V a inw right's pscudn-Minoan Kcftiam from Cilicia . . . 
but is like a Philistine or Sbardanaf 13 He thus admits the * Arimaspian 
to be a ' Phil is tine,' buL will not allow thar be resembles the Reft mans. 
Of course die fact that armour is worn on this occasion is as little helpful 
to thr comparison of the * Arimaspian ‘ with die Kefuuans as it was in the 
case- of the Philistines, It docs, however, identify the v Arimaspian ' with 
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these hist, lor his armour shews the same peculiarities as theirs. Here 
again, then, a* with ihr Philistines, die only article of clothing common to 
tin f ’yprioic J Arimaspiati' and I lie Kefttuans is the kill, and contrary ro 
Dr. Hall J venture to iliiitk that his kill Fig. 10 is dearly cloudy allied 
to those that the latter wen* wearing some centuries earlier Tigs. 1—Si- It 
is divided int :> panels by downward curving hands in a manner not dis¬ 
similar from theirs, li lias ihr diagonal band running downwards between 
the waist and the point* and if the point is a little less pronounced than 
theirs, still it is there all the same. The most noticeable feature of ihr 
* Arimas pi an’s ’ kilt is the lower pane] lilted with cross-hatchings and 
bordereo with broad bands of parallel lines. Now, although Dr. Hall hits 
stated that the v Alimas pi an * ’ docs not look in the least like Mr. Wain- 
is right's pseudo- Mi i man Kcltiansy it is a remarkable laci that this very 
panel is exceedingly common oil the kilts of e he K.cl'tiiians shewn in the 
XVII1 ill Dynaity frescoes at Thebes. Not only is ii merely present, but 
it is generally used in ihc same position as the * 1 Arimaspian's,' dial is to 
say, as the Uswc r panel of Lite kill. An agreement so remarkable as this is 
surety no mere coincidence but an astonishing proof of (he identity of the 
two civilisations, the * Arimaspian’s r and the Keftiuanv of some centuries 
earlier. The linn of these Kcfi titan cross-hatched lower panels is to be 
seen in Fig, i of the present article 11 Here ii lias been enriched with a 
spot in each space, but on the kilt of another of Rekhmirc’s Knftiuatis Vft 
liud the same lower pane! filled with flic simple cross- ha trhings ol I he 
“ Ariinaspian.' This time it is the border of parallel lines that is enriched 
with spoLs, ,A One of Menkheperrfecnb’s Xd'tiuans also has the same lower 
panel filled with cross-batcldugs and bordered with bands of parallel 
Imes [Fig. i). hut this one is still further enriched, for it both has spots 
in the spaces between the; cross-1 latchings and a zigzag line between the 
parallel lines of the lower border. 4 * Vet again die kilt of another of 
KckhmirrN KcftiuaiVt exhibits a panel filled with the simple, pattern, 
though on this occasion it covers nearly the whole surface of the garment , 
Ii again is bordered by a series of parallel lines Fig. j.’ 1 . 17 On another 
invasion the simple cross-hatchings fill one of the many panels of the kilt 
worn by another of Menkhcpcrresetib’s Keftiuims Fig. j). 48 A curious 
feature of ihe ' \rirnaspiail’s ’ kih is the diagonal roll running down to 
the paint. What this may be is not evident. Perhaps it may be an inter¬ 
pretation of something like the animal's head and neck which form a sort 
of roll falling Irom the waist on the kill of one of the Kdtiuans in Rckh mire's 
fresco . iV In fact, detailed study shews that the * Anmaspiall's " kill is 
unite as much like those of the KcfUuaos as it ii like those of the Philistines. 
Therclbrc, there seems nothing to prevent one from not oniv calling the 
‘ Ariinaspian a Philistine as Dr. Hail dugs, but from calling both of them 
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near relative -. of <h<- Keftiuaiis of some r 1 st (-s hundred years callin'. Indeed, 
jn view of the archaeological eorresponcleiirrs n»r wem* forrrd do so. 

Beside?, the * A rim as pin n ’ there is yet number ‘ Philistine from 
Enkomi in Cyprus, and an enlarged drawing of his kilt is shewn here as 
Fig. ii. He is the little bearded man, who follows the chariot and carries 
tin* axe on one of the panels of the well-known ivory* box now in the British 
Museum 5 " The proof of his Philistinism is to he found in the fact that 
he wears the feather headdress that is so remarkable a characteristic of the 
Philistines on the monuments of Ra messes III in Egypt. It is interest¬ 
ing. therefore, to note that his kilt has a remarkable resemblance in detail 
lo at least one Koftiuan kilt, though the type of the garment itself belongs 
to another series, and this is North Syrian tig, 12 ." 1 VVhile the Cypriote 
Philistine's garment has no diagonal overlap like the K-efliuan, it at least 
resembles some of the examples in decoration. ^ In the first place it 
is divided into panels like those of the Kell in.ms by bands which turn 
downwards towards the point. Having already seen such remarkable 
agreement between the lower panels of a number of tvcfiiuan kilts ami dial 
□f one Cypriote * Philistine, we are quite prepared lo find tbai this second 
man’s upper panel is almost exactly reproduced by the Upper panel of one 
of Rekhiuire's KetUuans Fig. i p w As in Cyprus, so in RrkltmirrN fresco 
we srr tlie vertical stripes filling an upper panel that is pointed below and h 
edged with a series of parallel lines. Further, in MeiikhcfKMT&enb this 
design repeated many times over fills not only the upper panel hut the 
whole of the kilt of another Keftman (Fig, bb sl Hence, like the 

* Ariniaspian,’ this link. Cypriote shews himself not only to have been a 
' Philistine/ but also to have had several very remarkable afifiiirirs, with 
the Refiiuam of an earlier age. 

It has been shewn that die kill f ig I-’ worn by a certain iron front 

* Further Syria/ i>, North Syria, is of ihc same type ax that worn by llu* 
little ‘ Philistine ' a< Enkomi. A word may likewise be devoted to the 
medallion which the North Syrian wears, w for that also h an adornment 
favoured b\ one member of the Philistine cpJlfedcrai y. 

‘flits is an extremely rare ornament among the foreigners of the T heban 
picture*, The only others known to the present writer are first of all those 
worn by a number of tin* northern enemies of Thothmes IV/ - and as the 
list of names that is also recorded is with one exception from the furthest 
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north it h probable that these medaffion-wcarcrs arc Irani thai district. ' 
A medallion is v* *ta by y*t .mother man in Pnycmr^ Hc comes m outher 
group of men who arc likewise called 1 Chiefs of Further Syria,. which 
tide this nme include the figure claimed as a Kcfiiuau by bn Arthur 
B Vans .

Mention may also be mack- parenthetically of the beard worn by the 
Chief ot firkin in Menlthcpcrresenb. Muck fun has been poked at the 
artist for this ‘ strange blunder ! of his. Though it is true that tin- Kd Lilians 
arc otherwise rfpTtsciiti^d as cIewmIihvcii.^* as are the I liiliitincs anti tin 
Sun Peoples in general, ycr it is clear that they were sometimes 1 warded. 
The lit tic Cypriote ' Philistine J from Enkomi wears a full beard,® 1 and 
there are certain figures among the Sea Raiders who also wear beards. 
One of them is the same She|kelesh] who wears one of the very rare medal¬ 
lions. and so compleies ihaL curious circle of medallion, kilt, beard, and the 
others belong to the Sherdru and Thcbd (Zakkal tribes respectively.* 5 
Thus, though the Chief of Keftiu was no doubt unusual in cultivating his 
lie;,rd, there is no need as yet to ascribe its presence merely 10 the artist's 
clumsiness. 

But I'- return 10 our comparative study ot the Kdlivntns and rhih&tmes. 
Having found tin- two link Philistines front Cyprus to resemble very 
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closclv indeed the KcAi turns of an earlier age, wc mu si no" approach 
lht>?c known to us from the Egyptian monuments themselves. I hey appear 
in the sculptures of Ra messes III.

\\r now come m the cm of the costume. Here the differences betw een 
?he Cupbearer's kilt and those of the KdHuans and Philistines nppt fl1 ,tp 
mv eve to be profound. In the first place , the only resemblance is that 
both run to a point in front. Yet even this {mint id die Cupbearer s garment 
is very different in its structure and details from that of the Kefttuau kill. 
The patterns on rite Kuos$tan kilts continue right down into the point, mi- 
plving that the material is either rut into dial shape or dragged into it by the 
weight of lilt attached bend work, as in Fig. tt>, Tin: point <<l die Kelt man 
kilt,.on the other hand, is produced by the overlapping edge of the garment 
being ciwed u* hang down loosely. and ihi& edge itself usually hits itJi|n:ci*n 
decoration of its own'mid lor ms mi important pan of the general scheme. 
Then, in the Kdtitmu garment, w are not dealing with skill-tight short

they are is shewn by the bu t that they are sufficient k roomy to allow the 
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wearer the utmost stretch of his legs {Mgs. to ). 73 The diffemire in die 
length of the Cupbearer and Kelt it tan kills is emphasised by a eoinparisnii 
of flic points which both possess. While the Cupbearer's, which is very 
long, scarcely reaches to the knees, tlu* KclUuan$‘ shortest ones hang below 
llie: bircs 'Figs. 3 , 4 , 5 , <>!. while the longest i Figs. >, H\ swing against the 
wearers' calves, in fuel the Kdtinaii kilt is so much fhc longer, that its 
point alone may hang nearly as low as the long bead work attachment 
that swings fmin the point of the Cupbearer’s kilt. 

Then again, not only is the manner ol’ covering the surface of the 
kilts with pattern! entirely different in the case of the Cup leaner proces¬ 
sion anil the Ke ft hums. but the very patterns themselves are quite different 
also. One of the 'Cupbearer* kilts is reproduced here as Fig. tG, and 
11 will serve -m ait example of the style of patterning employed by the 
Minontis. Although many design? were in use, they were all employed 
in the same way. One element was selected lor each piece of material, 
and refuted over and over again until the whole surface had bren covered 
by 11 .' 1> Thus, the kilts of the Cupbearer and his follows are each decorated 
with a single design. On the other hand, the Keftiuan material is covered 
with many different ones, and dicsc are almost ad arranged in bands, 
whether vertical, or whether horizontal and turning downwards towards 
the point. 3 * Tire Cretan designs themselves art quite different From those 
chosen bv die Keftiuans, as may be seen by a comparison nl" our Fig. it>. 
which is C-iTian, with Figs. i-H t witich arc Keftiuan. Those who wish 10 
see the full range of Cretan patterns may do so by studying the plates and 
figures in Sir Arthur Evans' FVi/i/er of Minos.*' Such a study will impress 
upon them thr completeness of divergence that then- is between Mi noun 
and Kelt illicit taste in patterned material. There an- only three resem¬ 
blances to bi L (htmd. The first is the network which covers the field of 
1 he kilt worn by one of the kcfuuaxts .* 13 If so desired, this might perhaps 
be compared to the network that, is produced on the Minoan Ki!t t our 
Fig. rfi.** by the spaces between each clement composing the pattern. 
The second is one of the various spot designs w hich will be discussed below,

the patterns on the dress, not the cloak, it number of ill esc will be found 
turned sideways Fig. 17)/ To those who accept Kd'tiu as Cilicia and 
Its neighbourhood the fact is important Uiat this dress is probably some 
centuries later in date than our picture of the fCeftiuan in Meiihhi'prn't"- 
seiib h shews how very permanent and. ihcrefore, how much at home, 
this pattent was in die neighbourhood of Cilicia.

On looking about tor a kilt oma- 
nn nied with patte rns in strips going round ii, we note that worn by the 
figurr at Boghaz-Ktui (Fig. ao). M Two ol the bands of pattern mi this 
kilt arc composed ol spirals, and thev tints Ibrm a very close analogy to 
th<- Kidman ones (Figs. 3, 5). The rest of the decoration of this Boghaz- 
Ki 111 kilt is composed of bauds uf diagonal hatchirigi; Moreover, ihcsc 
are arranged that each pair form* a herring-bone pattern, thus repro¬ 
ducing two mure of the Kefttuati kilt patterns. Vet again die lower border 
shews sdll another R‘.

ple icly absent front Cretan costume. ft is evident, thru, that ii the con- 
uccdons between the Kcliiuan patterns and the (Ire tan one* are vrry few 
and slight, they are in any and close between the Kcftiuaii and VHfioiti 
Cappadocian ones. 

Though the Kcfliuan diamonds tlo not occur on the Cretan kilts, 
spots are found on both the K-cliiuim and Cretan kilts, but generally used 
in a completely dilferenl manner. The ICefdu&tifl use them as the dccom- 
tion itself, cither covering an entire held nr occupying die centre of a space 
produced by some oilier pattern, stub as rmss-hatchings, zigzags and 
scallops. The Cretan use of*spots is totally different from litis. Sometimes, 
however, the Kcflhiam use them in rnw>A s and in this they do approxi¬ 
mate the Cretans.* 11 With these exception* die Cretan patterns !oi kilt 
material find no t nomerpan whatever on the Kefliuan kilts. Thus, then, 
while both the Kdtioan patterns themselves and the manner ot their use 
arc very different from the Cretan, both arc. on the other hand, already 
well known in Cappadocia and the Taurus Mountains, 

Two things have thus become apparent about die clothing ol the 
Kefiiuans and the Cretans. The first is that the Kcttiuara wort - a kilt 
that was that of the Philistines of a laier date both in cut, style of decora¬ 
tion and the occasional addition of tassels, The second is dial tin: Kelt mans 
also wear a kilt that is quite unlike the (.iretan dress, whether that til die 
Cupbearer anti his fellows at Knossoi or ihe cutaway kih of the Y aphid 
bnII-catchers and of die envoys from the Isles in the midst of the Sea who 
are shewn in the frescoes of Uterittncm and Senmul. This dissimilarity 
extends to thr cut, the patterns employed, iheir arrangeniem <m the 
material, and the complete lack of the long swinging network of heads which 
is so striking ;t characteristic of die Cupbearer and hist fellows. The * cml- 
picce ' of the M moan cutaway kilt, added by mis lake to the Kelt i nan kilts 
m Rekhmire. was panned out by die artist as soon as hr discovered what 
be had done. It. was never painted at all on the kilts of Meiikhcperre- 
st-nb's KChilians. Once more, dim, the Kc limans shew themselves not 
to be Cretans, and the evidence of liicir eossuiue, which shews a complete 
divergence from the Cretan, is even more emphatic llian was die analysis 
of the presents they bring- While with die presents the maximum amount 
of influence dial cntjild hr attributed to Crete was no more tluut some 
17*5%, with the kills die influence a pnu tiruJIy mill ling ai all.* 0 

Object* of Cretan type have long licen known as coming from Asia 
in the XVlllth Dynasty. Thus, in one Egyptian fresco three butty heads 
arc brought by ordinary cloaked Syrians, who, a* the inscription stales, 
come from Naharain, the land between the Euphrates and Orontes." 1 
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Iu another wa&psdnting a bull’s head is brought by people who arc named 
a 1 those of Lower Reteuu, 92 which represents much the same country. 
The people from Qadesh tm the southern border of this same country are 
depit ted by Mrhkhcperr&enb a* bringing tliree Uon’s-head proto- 
tnai. w ( T . yet another fresco ordinary cloaked Syrians bring an eagle’s 
head." 1 but" unfortunately they have no name and so cannot be moir 
acc i irately placed- The Ann ids of Thothmes III mention 'the farad of 
a iioo 1 together with ‘ Vesinjls of all the work of Zahi (Phoenicia)-' w 
Hirer of these beads are duly figured in the sculpture accompanying tln- 
Anuafs, w hich shews rhe masses of offerings made by rhothmes to Amon- 
R£ from (he booty of his caTnpaiifits, ,u This sculpture not only shews 
these lion-head proto mat, but also fourteen * Vapluo ' Cups. 97 Ordinary 
Syrians, who once more arc unfortunately unnamed, bring a lion's head 
to Akln-naton at Tell cl Amaroa. 9 * 

Although these have been known so long, and although there are 
evidences of trade between Crete and Syria going far buck into the Middle 
Mi noun Age corresponding to the Egyptian Middle Kingdom/ 1 -' yet il is 
only comparatively recently that objects of Cretan shape have actually 
been found on Asiatic soil. The first of these is the well-known group found 
at Byblon, ltMI This included the silver vase and the bronze one which 
arc now famous, the one for its Cretan aspect and thr other for its Cretan 
dororation. They are well dattid by various objects, which were found 
with them and bore the name of Amonemhat 111 . As lit* was one of thr 
later kings of the Xllth Dynasty lie reigned A long time before Thot limes 
II!. and the vases in question would antedate those shewn in the XVIIlth 
Dynasty frescoes by that amount of rime, bir Arthur lumBclf publishes 
a rhyton which comes from Aiuisoa in Fortius ou the non hern coast ol 
Asia Mi imr. 101 Mr. Woolley has published another horn A in tab on 
lilt southern side of Asia Minor. 101 As it is, knowing where Lite objects 
were found, no one proposes to claim the inhabitants < r these countries 
as Cretans, and the countries themselves a* Crete. Bui the treatment 
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meted oiu to the KcftiuaoS and Kcftiu suggests an interesting analogy 
Had these objects only been known to us as pictured in the band; of 
tribute-beard's on Egyptian frescoes, their bearers would presumably 
have been hailed as Altnoatis from Crete, especially if once they had hap¬ 
pened to conic with a Miuoan'embassy. VcL. again, no One ever tried to 
imagine that Kahtm in Egypt was realls Crete because some Kamares- 
ware pottery Jirun Crete was found there. Why, therefore, should it be 
attempted to create Cretans out of Kc Aina ns wild also jxwsesscd ,l few 
Cretan object* ?. 

Here let me cuter a protest against tin- imputation to me of such 
ideas in Conner firm with the K.ctUuans as * hypothetical “ Sytvi-Mitioan ,T 
Cilidam,' 1 not pure Minoans,' i pscudo-Minoan Kefibms from CiUdih- 1 103 
As for * not pure Minonm ' and 1 pseudo-Min t> a ns ’ I would say that 1 
have never thought that the fvH'mians were -Yf moans of any sort, either 
genuine or imitation. In fact 1 state that the evidence of the mpimmcnts 
shews them to have had an independent civilisation of their mvn. 1 " 1 My 
point has always been merely that the Kefuuans of the Egvptians were 
tile people of the Asia Minor coast, more especially of Cilicia and its neigh¬ 
bourhood. Bin I should fur very sorry to make any definite statement on 
these grounds as to their ethnic relations. 

As to their cultural relations, the utmost ujH.ui which 1 would venture 
at present is the following. The little we do know of ancient Cilicia and 
its neighbourhood shews that there were important states there called 
Amt« a and Luia, and that a special language was spoken there called 
Lucian. m These people must have had a < ivilisatiou of lheir own ot 
some sort, w hether of a high or low standard But whether Crete influ¬ 
enced the native Gilician civilisation or not we do not yet know l hat 
Syria had many anti close connections with it will be shewn later. lt “* 11 
die KHtju.ms be accepted as CiHciaus, ihe presents which they bring shew 
the Syrian influence strongly. They also include some objects which at 
present we befieve to be Cretan. But to possess a few Cretan objects docs 
not make a Keftiuari a pseudo-Cretan and still less a genuine one, any more 
than to possess a few Japanese colour print? makes an Englishman a pseudo- 
Japanese and still less a genuine Japanese. lit fact these expressions, * run 
pure Minoaitv,* ; pscufki-Minoan Kc Alans from Cilicia, " are tines that I have 
never used, and would ascribe to nit: a definition of the inhabitant of 
I' iiida which wc are aft yet in no position to make, At present we are 
scarcely beginning to fed mir way into iht- ulnvisi > ample tel y unknown, 
and are still surrounded by vast iincharu d tracts. I his being s". it would 
behove ns not to (ry to put the new wine into the old bottles ot the know¬ 
ledge w r c already have of other countries in the neighbourhood. At present 
wc can only speak in the most general terms, and use such evidence as we 
have most cautiously. Let us, therefore, avoid such expressions as ’ not 
pun- Minoan/ ’ pscudo-Minoan,’ etc. 
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\\r now come to t h-&* expression ‘ hypothetical " Syro-MliiOHi* 
CiJtdans which Dr. Hal) applies to my Kelt hi hi is.Alt. Davies new 
picture i.f a Reftiuaii . lug. 231. ,MS shews a man who combiner a very 
definite costume i'f I111 <jw j n with locks ol hair that look Crrisii* Little as 
ill. .miimir mav resemble anything Syrian, it is far more unlike anything 
r,, mm. While the BgUTC gives u fet tight a vague general impression .4 
H Syr ian , lN soon a* we conn to study the details, wc find that it neither 
rrpirsctitv a Syrian, or ,1 Miiiuan, or a Syro-Muioati* hut something different 
from all of them. Mr. Davies describes die figure thus: ’ In everything he 
is non-( retail, having a fair and pn'igiMihous face, rather Mongolian m 
as pec t. v, irh bulging Ibrehe.id and I at chin. <1 long man lie With sleeves to 
the wrist, a skull-cup, and shoo. But the last have the sharply upturned 
toes which are characteristically Hitlile, In short, except fin the long 
Syrian sleeves and the division ol the hair behind, the man might lie 
worth study if he had been presented as a Hi trite. (tH ’ This man, then, 
is dressed in a fashion of bis own. though sonic of the details can lie paral¬ 
leled elsewhere. These are his sleeves which resemble Syrian ones: his 
hail which is dressed in a manner resembling the Cretan; and his shoes 
which resemble the Hiititc Ones. Did the Egyptian artist really make- .1 
confusion so wild ns this, selecting scraps trorn everywhere and adding 
some out of his own head, in order to build up a phantasy which 
lie Then labelled ' Kefttit '? Surely it would have been less trouble 
[in him to' draw a reason abb accurate inicrpretiilton of some tiling which 
actually existed, If he did. he certainly succeeded in producing a figure 
which fits in well with the resulb of my study of the other frescoes. It 
will br remembered dial they have already shewn the Refill urn* !" hove 
liad a civilisation of their own, with relationships to Syria nrt the one 
hand and to Crete on the other. Like * not pore Maibam and ' pseudo- 
Mil loans." the expression * hypothetical Sym-M liman ( .ilieiaus does 
not seem to fit the case. 

\ov> for ,1 closer study of this little man himself who comes to us 
from the reign of Amenhotcp III, e, 1400 b.c. Among these features of 
his costume which are neither Cretan nor Syrian, perhaps the most striking 
is the cloak. It is unlike the Syrian in being open, and is not. therefore, 
a long g&ttahiyak or shirt, As it \< open it is less unlike the Libyan cloak, 
and it'we were to apply the rules of criticism which have hitherto obtained 
in the study of tin Eveftitian*. we might call him 1 merely a badly-cmu eived 
Libyan,' 11 u But actually it is very unlike the Libyan cloak also, for it is 
open in front, not at the side ; fust cited on the breast, not on tin shouldci ; 
and sleeved instead of being sleeveless. A garment so designed is very 
rare in the Egyptian representations of Ibreigners, and is, there fine, the 
more distinctive when found. Those who object To an Adonic situation 
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for Kelt in should note iku il is the lliititc prime whom Ramr^cs 11 
shows » wearing a sleeved cloak which is also open in front -Fig. -2 \ , ni 
though whether it is fastened on I lit* breast or not is not indicated* At 
Tvriz in the Taunts Mountains just outside Cilicia w e have another cloak 
whtrh is very like the K (fun an nne under j^iettnetti^ for it is mil only 
open hi fro til but is dearly shewn as brim? listened on the breast.

The 
new Kcftiuan’s. cloak ilms find, several parallels in Asia Minor, two ol 
which are arluallv from the Taurus Mountains themselves and just north 
of Cilicia, In fact this cloak of tvriz hits already been mentioned for 
other parallels which it offers to the dress tjf the Kefiluaiis. (1 * I lu* prob¬ 
ability that pH of the Asiauie examples are later in date i him Amenhofcp 
III makes the coincidence the more remarkable, tor to those who accept 
a Cilichiu si i ua don lor Kelt ill it shews how firmly established the cloak 
was in that neighbourhood and how tong it lasted there. 

Our new KefUuan wears a skull-cap. Here again the sculptures at 
Ivriz and Rnr present US with a garment which il not identical in shape 
h very like the one iu iltr Egyptian painting. The sculptures at Boghaz 
Ki-ni do die same.” 6 All of these figures wear a small cap rather tike a 
hnwlri hat without .i brim, and one cannot but third that these and the 
Egyptian picture represent two not very different interpretations of one 
A nd the same headgear. Pit >b;i 1 vly it was a Fdi cap like die libit aft of m idem 
Egypt, which those ai Ivriz and Bor closely resemble in shape 

Hence, the new Kdtiuan's cloak and skull-cap, which are iiritlin 
Syrian nor Cretan, ally themselves to the Hittin fashions on the outskirts 
rjf Cilicia. Tit so doing they fit in with the shoes which Mr. Davies has 
already pronounced to be 1 Unite. The man’s costume, therefore,, strongly 
suggests that bis homeland, railed Kcftm in rhe accompanying inscription, 
will be found to have been somewhere very near to Cijicia. 

kVcim ihts archaeological study of the Kcfitnan civilisation. and leaving 
tin- racial affinities of the Ctltriatts, let us turn to the written record uf the 
, itimral influences at work in their country. The. Sandokus legrud indicates 
That there were ultimate Syrian influences at weak in Cilicia, lor Saudokos 
is said to have migrated from Syria to KcJendcri.'s, 114 The relaticuwlitp 
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C\M\, the epnnymoU* hero of the country, do the same, for he was said 
to have Wn 1 am of Agennr, a Phoenician,’ 117 and, as another <il Agcuors 
sons was Fhoe*ux I lIS CilLx u»s also brother to the eponymous hero of 
Phoenicia. In Jai l, ii Would hftve been most extraordinary, il du re had 
not heen influences of some sort .‘fe e i ng how close the two lands arc together. 
Tiia( the Kdtiuan* had trade relations with Syria wr know definitely 
lr<-m the statement in the Annals of Thoihmcs 111 that lie received in 
Zahl Phoenicia 1 ’ Kefliu-stiips, Bybtos-ships, Sckiu-ships laden with pole* 
and masts.' "» 11" the Kcfthians air CUictuns, ns I ln-licvc them to U\ 

then it was the Cilicia ns who had these trade relations, and the bringing 
of Syrisinc vases by the Keftiuans would agree with the above-mentioned 
indications of Cilicia’s Syrian and Svro-Ctynrioic connexions, That die 
Kefmians had trade relations with Crete also h marie probable by the 
I'au dial they bring a feu objects w Inch ar present we believe to have been 
Cretan. If (hr Kcftiuans be accepted as Cilkians. then it was the GiKciam 
who had this commerce with Crete, Bui as a matter of fact all this is 
really beside I he point. Wc are nut concerned in this article with what 
was going cm in Cilicia, bin with the situation <>f the land known to the 
Egyptians its Keftiu. Nly argument teas, and soil vs, dud the evidence 
ofilic Egyptian monuments first of all makes it impossible that it should 
have been in Crete, tud then makes U necessary dial it should have been 
in some count n, king between Crete and Syria. l r nr these requirement* 
Cilicia and its neighbourhood seems to fill the role. r rhis T however, 
is not to presuppose the existence of ' hypothetical Syro-Minoan 
Cilk’ians.’ 

.MI tlib type of thought, to which may be: added the expression badly 
conceived Cretans, * lat> is live outcome of the assumption that Kcftm i-

by Dr. Hall tn his essay on L the Kx hi arts, Philistines, and other Peoples 
uf thr Levant.' 121 Willi it go such refinements as ( aphtor and * the real 
Caphtor/ 1 die Keftian proper,' and therefore presumably the Kdtiau 
who uiis ‘ improper.’ The assumption that Kefttu is the same as Circle 
leads its adherents into this further difficulty: starling with, the theory 
that Keftiti is Caphtor, which is tin douht correct, and dial both are Crete, 1 * 3 
which on the contrary is entirely doubtful, die pro-Cretans cannot but 
admit that the Philistines came from Caphtor, JS * lor there is no fact «>l 
ancient history better established than ihts. It should, Therefore, be 
evident that the Philistines would be Minnan Cretans. V<*t this they 
have to deny emphatically. Thus we are told, ' There is however a 
serious difficulty in accepting this conclusion ( Caphtor - Crete) without 
modification. The Philistines were not Kelt tans or Minoans. . 121 
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Again, ‘Hemcc, tin; Philistine was very different in apjtearsinet* limn the 
Minoaii or Kelli an of Crete.' JSft Finally, as Or, Hall cninm I nit allow 
that thr Philistine name Arhish is probably thr same as the Krttiimn jifcf. 
he has 10 conclude, ‘ it is an -Uia Minor rather than a Cretan name.’ 11 ' 
In fcu-c tin burden of these patre^ of i H\ Hall’s is that tin* Philistines do 
not come from Crete hut from Asia Minor.**® How then is the < retail 
theory to be salvaged?

to the original view. Wo Sometimes even my view that Keftiu was Cilicia 
is partly admitted in such words as ‘ It is not impossible, however, that 
Keftians may have lived as far east as the Ciltdan coast, etc./ 131 or 
... the Ctlictan coast, u> which in a narrower geographical sense the 
name of Keftiu should apply. 1 m Then, filially, the pro-Cretans have 
to seek refuge in die recording of a number of similarities between Pliiliscia 
and Asia Minor, and between tlth latter and Crete, and then minid again, 
to the connections which are well known to have existed between Crete 
and PhULsba. 1351 Actually ilii^ solves no part of the present difficulty as 
to whether the Philistines from Caphtor came from Crete or .Asia Minor, 
In tact it leaves everything just as vague as it {bund it. Another way out 
is to make the Philistines break their journey u> Palestine by stopping 
awhile in Crete, 151 for which bold assumption we should surely want u 
great deal of proof before we could accept it as fact. But why drag in 
Crete? The island has been very well excavated now, but no archae¬ 
ological evidence lor their arrival, departure, or the length of their sojourn, 
appears to have been brought forward as yet to give colour to such a 
theory. Strange to sav, the real way out of the difficulty lies ready to 
band all die time but neglected, though, as I pointed out originally, it is 
quite simple. Once admit dial Caphtor was not (.’ri te, and it becomes 
quite evident dial the general Philistine confederacy eoimsted of peoples 
from Vda Minor along with whom came some Cretans. As a matter of 
fact Dr. Hail, having taken his Philistines to Crete, dually passe* on into 
my suggestion of a group of Cretans accompanying die Philistines, which 
is really quite another story. m These Cretans, being so distinct from the 
rest, are often specified as well as the others, in the well-known phrase of 
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the Old Testament, " tint Kercthim mid the Pclethini.' In oilier 
words, tin PJiilistiue confederacy in Palestine shews itself to have been 
identical iit its general composition with the embassy oi mixed peoples 
width Rekhmire depicts as coming to Tholhmes III some three hundred 
years before their great invasion of Ule south-eastern Levant. 13 * lit each 
ease wi have an Asia Minor people accompanied by some Cretans; they 
weir the KeFiiuam and Islanders in Rckhmirc, line Polctlum Philistines 
and Kerethim Creuins; in Palestine,*® 

In ('omlusion to tins pari oi the study 1 would remark that, if only 
students of the Kcfliu question would jettison the assnmp< ton that Keftiti 
was Crete* they would disembarrass themselves oi' most of the difficulties 
that at present beset them; the * carelessness ! and 1 conftisioii * and ‘ in- 
accuraeies ’ of the ancients would stand out as only very minor in degree; 
in fact the difficulties would be found to have largch melted away. 

Having dealt with the views expressed about KefUu by the earlier 
members of the pro-Cretan School, we now come to the newest statement 
of them, Tliis b Mr. Peudlebury's, whose work did not come into iny 
hands until after the foregoing was written. A review of ii is added here, 
and .is n maitei of fad it would have required separate treatment in any 
vase. For it is of different standing from the other writings on the subject, 
the author attempting a detailed study of the case a* it has been presented 
to him. 119 I he essay takes the form of an elaborate criticism of my original 
article, for Mr. Pendlcbury’s allegiance- belongs wholeheartedly to the 
theory that Kcftiu was Crete. After working through Ids article I would 
make the following remarks: — 

l o begin with, Mr. Pcndlcbury, like Sir Arthur Evans, includes as 
KdHwmi ihn unnamed people who arc shewn bringing ii/iti lead or tin) 
into Egypt on the XI lit Dynasty fragment of sculpture. 110 Now, these 
people shew no dtps whatever in themselves of being Minoans either in 
costume, hairdressing, or associations, and die idea that they might be 
Minivans ha* no inn re solid a basis than tlie remarks made by Max Muller 
in his original publication oi the fragment. 1 * 1 Here it will' hr seen that 
he is quite .it a loss to explain them, as they correspond to nothing that 
we knew of dim, oi indeed that we know of even yet One of the world's 
sources nj supply inr tin has been Europe (Britain and Central Germany), 
and m>, after discussing the various impossibilities. Max Milllei suggests 
that * the most plausible theory is to assume 1 ihaL ihe Ingot-bearers come 
' from the European or Asiatic side of die Aegean Sea." This sculpture 
was studied in ino,| ^ hen ihe archaeological world was bring overwhelmed 
with the new marvels dial Sir Arthur Evans was bringing to light year l»y 
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year at Knossns in Crete. However, seeing how common t/M lead or 
tin,- was in Syria, 11 - the probabilities are that these people will prove to 
have been some sort of" Syrians whom wr shall h am to recognise iti due 
time. It seems a pit v to add more complicallous |o the Kdfiu question 
by gratuitously, importing these people into it. Lei us pass on to Mr. 
Peiidicbtiry s views on the Keftiuans and Islanders of the New Kingdom. 

Mr. Pendlcburv declines to consider the group of Kefimam in A me tie m- 
heb, where they arc dressed as Syrians, saying, ' They arc, in liicl, pure 
Syrians wrongly labelled,’ 113 This is, of course, a simple way out of the 
difficulty, but the picture of a KeTtiuan newly published by Mr Dairies 1,1 
sets a term to so labile a method of disposing of uncomfortable evident e. 
It shews a man dressed in a costume w hich, though :u luailv quite ititle- 
pendem. at first si.ghl seems almost Syrian, and even hits sleeves whiih 
are, in fact, Syrian In style. El would not take very much 1 con fusion ' 
on the pan. of the artisi u> transform such -i man iat< > a Syrian. Thi- 
wuuld especially be so when he came with Syrians as the Keniuatss dn in 
Ameneinneb, where their companions are the people of l ppeT and Lower 
Retenu —northern Palestine and North Syria, As a matter of fact, the 
Kcftluara shew exactly the same type of confusion in Amenemheb as they 
did in Rcklimk6. In Reid mi ire, where they come with Cretans, their 
kilts were given Cretan ‘ codpieces,' which were seen to be wrung and 
painted mu; in Amentmheb, where thev come with Syrians, their cloak 
is given the Syrian nil. It would In just as legitimate to claim the 
Kr iiiuans as Syrians on I lie strength of this fro* ** O, .i- ii i< m claim them a* 
Cretans on the strength <>f Rckhniin'-Y fresco. 

In reading hi> article I do not find that Mr. Pcndlrbiirv is aware ol 
the fact that the Cretans in Uveramon are not called Keftiunns at ail. hut 
Islanders. This is unfortunate, fur, as already shewn on p. the 

present article, this is an important point in the discussion. Mr, Prndie- 
bury appears to have collected his material not from the original publica¬ 
tions. but from secondary sources, where the people arc at least confused 
with the Kcfiiuans, if not actually called by their name, licit: then is a 
ease which emphasises the urgent necessity of not using the names Keftiu, 
Isles, and MtnOitn indiscriminately, for d makes it much more difficult 
for tilt* student to discus rt what the evidence really is. At the end uJ his 
article Mr. Peiddleluvry dues separate the two names, calling Kelt in Crete 
and the islands her empire. 1 <s Bm in uue of Ids paragraphs rmphuMdiif: 
the Millo.uiism of the Kcfliuans he bases his argument on the fact dial 
Scmmtt'- and CseramunV people me manifestly Cretans.* tJH Yet wr- 
now know they were called Islanders. VViiicli are the islands to fie — Crete 
herself nr her subject islands? 

Although originally Keftiu meant to the pro-Cretans nothing more 
than Crete, yet nowadays wt; find a variety of attempts to escape from 
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that earlier limitation, but still without cutting entirely loose from Crete. 14, 
Mr. Pcndlebury avails himself of this nrw view of Keftiu, which tries to 
compound with my evidence for the location of the country in Cilicia. 
He says that ' Kefti u in tael could be used like “ Rome ” either in the 
narrow or broader meaning. t.e. either geographically or politically.' 14 * * 
This is the line of argument wlikli ted Dr. Hall into such tefincmenis as 
( aphtor and ‘the real ( aphior/ 'ike Kelrian proper," etc., and all its 
• (implications and I'ontridictioiis. 140 Rut to make such assumptions is 
K n, poMiilate a much more intimate, knowledge than we possess; a 
deduction of this sort could only be made from a study <if an immense 
quantity of un exceptional evidence as to conditions and usage. In any case, 
large assumption as ii is, the theory does not seem to bring its adherents any 
nearer to unanimity. While to Dr. Hall Kektn now seems to mean Crete 
with an expansion to Lye is and Cam, to Sir Arthur Evans it means 
Cilicia, and all the trend of his book shews that he considers it in a wider 
geographical sense to include Crete, To Mr. Pendlelmry it means Minoan 
Crete and her empire in the isles of die Aegean SeaA sw hot into this 
statement he interpolates parenthetically the words * especially when 
accompanied In the Men of die Istes.’ Hence Mr. Pendlebmys view is 
jtally a combination of two theories; that of the supposed variable use of 
the name Kelt in and that of tlie supposed identity of’ yet at tire same time 
distinction between, the Keftiuans ami the Islanders. While the supposed 
identity of tin- two names U liie original stumbling-block nr the pro-Cicunu 
this form of distinction has been newly propounded by Dr. Halid He 
say7i that even Hipposing it were necessary 152 tit supply 1 and ’ between 
the name* Kdtiii and Dies in Rddunirfe, 1 why should die phrase not 
mean simply, as we should say, “ Great Men of Crete and the Aegean 
Isles ? f,T Besides, as pointed out in the last paragraph, Mr. Pcndlebury 
docs not seem to be quite sure whether the * isles ! arc Crete or merely 
the island empire of Crete, Crete herself being called Reft in. It serins 
dangerous to rely on such complicated theories until after they have been 
proved beyond any manner of duubl. 

Mi. PciulLcbury says that I ‘cannot distinguish an Islander from a 
Rrhiaii by lit* dress,’ lXi To this I Would reply that, on the contrary, 
one can d< - m • very ■ I early. Senniut’s and Use ram On* people are Islanders, 
while MfnkhrjH.'ircsenb's proplr are Refihiaus. .V> stated earlier in this 
article , 1 * 4 there is no resemblance between the cutaway kills with tile 
* codpiece ’ of the firsi two frescoes and the full heavy kill of die 1 suter. 
In Re khmire, where both people appear together, the kill* are Kefttuan 
lot all of them. The mistake Was realised; an attempt to put it right was 
made by adding the 5 codpiece this was seen to make it worse still and 
it was painted out. 

A curious line of argument is applied to the ‘ rhytons ’ brought by the 
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Kefiiiians mi tile one* hand and iirj the other hv dir Syrians of Qadesh, 
Ret etui and X akaraiit, While (hose hrmight by the Syrians are con¬ 
sidered as imports into Syria, 1 sa the sajue tiling? brought by the Kdtiuaiw 

appear not ro hr imports into Keftin, but apparently go to prove thr 

bearers to be Cretans. This scarcely seems to hr sound reason I up. 1 he 
true pro-Cretan makes a point of labouring any similarities that hr ran 
find between Crete and either Kefriu or the Philistines as rlic ease may be. 
Mr. PendJcbui'v is no exception. In his case it is the 1 rhvtons ' that arc 
called upon for duty. Me rigidly points out that they arc like many 
Cretan anti Mycenaean tilings, and no otic has ever denied the similarity. 
But the trouble is that this action does not prove that KrJlm was Crete. 
If the actual Syriuiig vases themselves that Mr. Fcndlebury demands of 
me have, noi yet Itern found on Ariatii sites, several of these ’ rliyiom ' 

1 i.ivc. 15A Asiatics may, therefore, import * rhytons' into Egypt as w<l! 
as Cretans, The tact that tamt objects that an- like Cretan things on 

the one hand and like those of V nmui and Userumoti on the other, arc 

brought by Keftiuans is no argument in itself that the Re ft in am were 
Mi nouns. Alt it need shew is tlvat the Keftriiaos were in touch with Crete 
or else that they had a civilisation that was allied to the Cretan. 

The following would seem to be a parallel line of argument. So far 
as is know ti at present, lapis lazuli is discovered in no other country but 
Afghanistan, Therefore, as Assluir sends blocks of lapis lazuli its gifts 
to Thothmea 111 , 1 ** the Assyrians proclaim themselves to have been 
Afghans. Rut we know that Assyria was not Afghanistan. The Kettiuons, 
therefore, do not proclaim thoniselve* Cretans by britiging a feu objects 
which .it present wr believe to 1 m: f retau, any mure than the \ssyrians 
proclaim themselves Afghans. We know them to havr occupied ,i position 
intermediate between Afghanistan and Egypt, and this is comparable to 
the position vvluth I would propose for kefriu as intermediate between 
(Acte and Egypt. On the other hand, let tis leant from the history of 
opinion hs to tile origin of the silver ' teapot ' vase Imm Bybins. First 
thought to have emanated from Mycenaean workshops, it is now believed 
to have, been a product of some civilisation other limit ilutt of the Aegean, 
and to have been a prototype of those tilings ill Crete that arc like it. 1 "** 
This should give pause to tin* formulation of dicsc all-embracing claims 
on be hal f of Crete. Tlial Kefriu did possess a civilisation which, could 
produce splendid works of art is shewn by the lad dial Ttiolhmcs 111 
picks out our such object, when, in the list of presents sent by a land called 
Tin ay, hr- specifies ’ ,i silver iltawahty vessel of the uurk of Ktjftin.’ I6B 

The statuettes of the hulls tltai I published ,n0 hate come in fui a 
great deal of criliemn At different limes. I merely included them to shew 
that bull statuettes are not the peculiar hall-mark of Crete, Other countries 
had them also, and long before the XVUIlh Dynasty. In fact 1 now

Mr. Ifrndkbury did not know that the 
profile of L snarnou were called Itdandeis in the inscription and not 

Keftiuans. . , 

Mr. Pcndlrhwv naturally makes a great point of the locks of hair 
which tin 1 Keftiuam wear. 1 * 1 I have already shewn 185 that locks of hair 
were worn l>y r peoples othrr than (-retails, lu this l now can add a few 
more examples, fn tlie first place, there is the man from Sangara. 1 * 11 
Hr wears Ids hair divided into a number ol little locks which fall on to his 
shoulders in a fashion very like indeed to that ol the figures representing 
Kcftlu and Malfos under the throne of Amenhotop il. U7 Sangara h the 
North Mesopotamian plain. We have already seem that a group of men 
railed Aamu ' Asiatics ’ wear a tassel led kilt very like the Kcftiuan ones 
in genera! type Pig. 13 and p. 15, note H4, p 18, note 80). It is note¬ 
worthy that one *.f those figures wears long hair, with a long lock curling 
to below his armpits.*** Yet again I he figure is w ell known that is labelle d

hair as well. Crete was not the only place where such methods of hair- 
dressing were in vogue. The new Krftiuan I hi. J'j;, w ho by tin manner of 
means can be called a ‘ Cretan,’ also wears locks of hair. While ol course 
tlu v ;irc vcr\ like the Cretan and Islander locks, they arc also very like those

We now come to Mr. Pendfobury's summation of his reasons for 
identifying the Keftiuans with the M moans. We may take them one by 
one, commenting oti car It as we gn. 

1. Mr. Pendlebury says 1 Keftiu is always spoken of as a western 
land,’ This is an erroneous idea which seems 10 lx; widespread. Instead 
of bei ng * always 1 spoken of as a western land, Keftiu is referred to in tills 
way only once, and then it is grouped not widi die Isles at all but with 
Asy. Asy is either Cyprus or tile neighbouring coast on Lite mainland, 
both of them in the immediate iteighfomrhood of Cilicia, The ituerpre- 
ration 10 be pm upon ’ west ’ would vary according to Conditions. We, 
studying our maps to-day, nr dearly that Crete lies to the west of Egypt, 
while Cilicia is N.N.E. by the compass Bui il is highly improbable- dm! 
the am lent Egyptian had any opportunity for making these observations. 
Actually ’western’ is .m epithet dial would w.ll suit a fond situated in 
the neighbourhood of Cilicia. r 11 u Egyptian approached it from the 
south via Syria, whether sailing along the coast or travelling by land. 
Then, after having journeyed north and ever northwards for many days,

Iheti we have, So far from living connected with Asia as against 
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the Aegean, it (Kefitu) is always, wherever distinction is desired, con- 
lrasted with Asia. . . . But surely this contrast applies with tjicaur 
force to the Isle's in the midst of the Sea. for the Hymn of V it lory df Thotli- 
ntrs HI separates the kdtki and As> stanza from that treating of the Isles 
bv the stanza about Mitanni. The distinct, separation that there ts here 
is a more cogent argument than the two names slid not mean one arid the 
same place, than any mention in connection with each other could he nr 
their identity. I give tlie whole ol the passage, for it seems instructive.

This is a safe argument, seeing that excavation 
to Svria has haroly yet begun. 

ip Mr. Pendkbury says, ' The costume and general appearance oi 
the krliiitny apart from the bill, is Minoan and finds no contemporary 
parallel in Asia. The kill may be a fashion which w c do not know, but 
it is certainly not Astatic,' The author of this statement admits that we

A Hit rite 1 Fig. 22) also wears a 
lock of ltair. iT * 

Mr. Fcudlchury says, 1 The Rdtians arc nowhere distinguished from 
the Islanders, who may have formed pan of the Minoan Empire.’ This 
statement is sufficiently answered by Lsuraraon’s naming his Cretans 
; Islanders,' not Kefti turns. More answers are supplied by the extreme 
difference nf the dress of these people from that of the Kelli nans in Mcnklio 
ptrr&enb, and yet again by the painting out of their distinctive ’ cod¬ 
piece *' in the mixed group of Kefriuam and Islander* in Rekhmire. The 
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passage just quoted from the Hymn of Victory also distinguishes them the 
one from the other as completely as possible. When we come to the 
remark, “the Islanders, who may have formed pari of the Mi noun (i.e. 
Kuhnian Empire," we are merely dealing in suppositions. 

4. ' We caimol expect photographic accuracy in an artist vvho did 
not copy from a model/ which is what Mr. PendU-bury says that I demand 
of my artist. While perhaps hardly going so l;u as to require that for every 
detail of every figure and every object painted, I would draw Mr. Pemlle- 
bttry’s attention to the fact that he already has this photographic accuracy 
in a number of the admittedly Cretan objects in the frescoes. Why then 
stop short at the things that arc Cretan? Why not earn the known fact 
of this accuracy a little further and admit that if the artist hr accurate in 
one set of objects, he is likely ro be sc> in another? That would entail the 
admission that our frescoes arc not a wild jumble of fanciful imaginings, 
out of which sve may pick anil choose a few things which wl* happen 
10 recognise, and brush the rest lightly aside. On the contrary, we 
should have 10 admit that the draughtsman was working on some 
principle. Then, when lus records do not rally with our present very 
limited knowledge, we ought to believe him to be probably justified 
until we can prove the contrary. It should be remembered that the great 
northern regions of his world, which arc known to have been highly civil* 
tsrtl. are at present practically unknown quantities to us avchacologically. 
The difference between the views s (} f the pro-Cretan and myself in regard 
to the frescoes seems 10 be one of degree. The pro-Cretans seem lo tliink 
them too hopelessly inaccurate 10 convey anything more lluiu a general 
impression Irom which one m;i) select details that i tit crest one. On the 
other hand, in view of the extreme at curacy we have seen, 1 think die 
inaccuracies will prove lo be nothing very serious when we know more 
of the archaeology of the Near bast, 

Tliis must suffice for the present, f or the future we await further 
concrete discoveries. What is needed, of course, is excavation and ever 
more excavation. O111 present state is one of merely having tu watch 
such reflections of the North as art- lu he seen in the mirrors of other 
civilisations. But even already evidence is accumulating which makes it 
practically -ctiain that KiTthi will b< found somewhere murid about 
Cilicia. 

Some results of the enquiry which has been carried nut in the foregoing 
pages may he stated as follows:— 

1. The people shewn in Usrramon's and Senmut’s frescoes are one 
and the same. Thev arc? called 1 The People of the Isles in the midst of 
the Sea,’ and their dress and gifts show that their isles represented Crete. 
They are quite a different people from the Keftiuans. 

g. An analysis of die Egyptian artists’ pictures agrees with the study 
of the incantation and the list ol names which was made m the companion 
article. Both direct the enquirer to some such country as Cilicia, Lycaonia, 
Ixauria and I’isidia for KtTtiu. 

3. A number (if resemblances h< details of Kcftiu.au dress have been 
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found iii Asia Minor, i.r. at Boghaz Kcui, and in the Taurus Mountains 
m\ outside eastern Cilicia at tvriz and Bor. 

J r The Kcftiuans were like the Cilicians in having relations with

rj, The Philistines, who are so very like the Kefiionns* Dr. Mall himself 
shews to have many characteristics which mark them as an Asianic people. 
This is in consonance with all that indicates that Keftin was a coast-land 
of Asia Minor. 

6. The Keltiuati kilt is entirely different from the isvo types of Minnan 
dress, both in cut, the patterns employed, and their arrangement. It is. 
Op Lite contrary', very like the Philistine kilt in these details, whether in 
Egypt or Cyprus, and also like some Admit ' Asiatic 1 ones, 1 hat some

7. Cretan Influence, which is probable entirely absent from the 
Kdtiuan kilt, is uot apparent In the Kefdnan gifts to a greater extent

8. Kcltiti was not ilic only country in which objects of Cretan shape 
were to be found. Oilier places were Pom us, AJntab, Byfrlos, and even 
Egypt 

p. The- application to the Kvfttuans ul such expressions as ‘ hypo¬ 
thetical i( Syro-Minnau ” Cilicia us/ ‘ pscudu-Minoar/ tie,, is unsatisfactory 
and misleading, 

10. As well as shelving Themselves 10 be allied to die Philistines cultur¬ 
ally, the Kelli nans appear once in Egyptian records with the People of 
the Isles (Cretans). This is ihc same combination as the Old Testament 
group of tile Ke re I him and the IMcihim,' die Cretans and the Philistines.’ 

We have finished the summing-up of our conclusions w ith a reference 
to the Philistines gathered from the Old Testament- The same source 
supplies yet another scrap of evidence, and it also is in accordance with 
tin- rrsuits so Jar obtained. The Philistine* were brought Proto Caphtor, 
and were therefore die CaphtorimJ 77 1 would remind the reader that 
in the oidy two places whnc the Si-pttiagim gives a translation for the 
Hebrew Csiphtor and Capluofim il dot's not give Kpr)TT| and KpfjT^, but 
KamTcdoKin and KcnriritSoKPs.

Much evidence culled from many sources lias led our search for the 
position til' Kcftiu to the neighbourhood of Cilicia and the borders of 
Cappadocia. We may, therefore, permit ourselves to end by pointing mu 
a curious coincidence, which is this. It is only in the terminations that 
the three names Keltm. Caphtor, and Cappadocia differ from each other, 
Jisr the rest .>f each one of them is composed of the letters K, F(P), T D). 
Perhaps some day this may prove to be more than mere chance. 
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Addendum. 

AJ though Scnmut’s Islanders really have nothing Co do with the 
question of Kefiiu and its inhabitants, vtl they Iiavc often been introduced 
into it. It becomes desirable, tkcrcli je, to append the lollowing remarks 
Upon the figure published and commented upon by Dr, Half in his original 
article and republished by liim again in 1327.Actually the outline of 
the figure's back as published is a re', to ration, though this is not indicated 
for the reader. This representation shows one of Sgnmut’s People ol the 
Isles, 1 hough Dr. Hall used to claim tlu-m ,ts Ke.ftiuaii$, ! * n as if the Egyptian 
artist had drawn him with the narrow waist, which is so remarkable ,t 
feature of the Cretan portrayal of the human form. Dr. Hall not only 
calls attention to this supposed feet iti the caption to the reptt plication of 
liis figure, but also makes use of this supposed Minium w aist hi hi* discus- 
skin d* 4 While it in no way affects the argument about K eft hi, it should 
be pointed out that this supposed narrow waist in the Sen mi it frescoes is a 
pirn: illusion. It was never painted so. and indeed there would be little 
probability dial it should have been, if, as has sometimes been con¬ 
tended, the narrow waist was not an actual physical charade rim it: of the 
Cretans but only a convention of their art. In Scmnul she opportunity- 
Tor restoring it as Dr. Hall does is entirely due to the ravages of time. A 
great pan of the paint from tin back the figure has peeled off the under¬ 
lying stucco, i villi the result that the original infer ol [he bell.

Yet again die broken 
nature of die painting is very distinctly shewn iu Bossert’s photograph of 
the fresco , m and also hi Max Muller’s plate, though his drawing presents 
sundry inaccuracies.” 1 I myself shewed that the back was broken away 
in my own drawing of Ihc figure's waist and kilt,” 5 which I republish 
as Fig. 14 of the present article. Mr. Davies has realised it also and restored 
it in his publication of the scene. ] * fl His restoration is, liowcvcr, some- 
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Lhing very different from the one under consideration. He shews no 
constricted waist, but the normal one of Egyptian art, though possibly 
rather slim. At the same time he shews [bur of each of the up-turned 
and down-turned points of the S s decorating the Irek. 1 hat the outline, 
given to the back of Dr. Hall's figure, really represents the broken edge of 
the damaged painting is proved by the I net that lie only shews the three 
points of the S’s that actually remain. Mr. Davies, however, found it 
necessary to draw in a fourth before lie felt justified in filling in the vanished 
outline. It should be noted that the Islanders in the fresco of Useramon 
have much the same waist that is indicated by the remains in Scumut, 
and the proportions of their figures are those that are usual ill Egyptian 
paintings, ft is a misfortune loi Dr Hall and his artist that the paint 
should have cracked off in such a manner that when combined with the 
angle of the flexed arm. the result happens to be suggestive of a narrow 
waist. It would be a pity for die belief in this nairow-waisted figure in 
Sen unit's fresco to he perpetuated, for it cannot be substantiated, nor 
indeed is there any probability that such an outline was ever painted 
there.

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In the autumn of 1929, Through tlic 1 kindness of Professor (Au^eppr* 
Lugti, ] was able to study the Castellan i vase-fragments in the Villa Giulia 
at Rome, I had never seen (hern before, and l was mtu h surprised to 
find that sonic of them came from the same vases as frugrueuis in another 
collection, the Cam pan a collection in the Archaeological Museum at 
Florence. Surprised, because 1 had never heard of any connect ion bet ween 
Campana and Castdlani. 1 afterwards learned I rum Dr. Mintu that after 
the fall of Campana ihc residue of has collection long lay setiuesterai m the 
Monte dl Piet 4 at Rome * it was eventually bought by Gamumni for the 
museum of Florence ' but means', hi Ik Alessandro Caste 11 an i, or wnic agent 
of his, must have had access to it. Castellan! kept some of his acquisitions; 
these descended to his brat I ter August o, and passed with the rest <>l Augusto s 
ColJtrtifOn in i hr Villa (Jiiilifi. Kept suirrtt" ; but disposed ot others, lor tin' 
dilj&la mtinbra ate not confined t>i Rome and Florence, bin crop up, as 
will be scr n, 4II over Europe and even in America. 

Thanks to the generosity of Dr. Mintu, I had already worked at the 
Campana fragments on two occasions, and I now put in a third spell at 
them. Dr. Minio kindly sent me a sei of the photographs ittlcudrd lor the 
Corpus Vasorum ; and suggested that i should send a report, on the matter 
of pertinences and joins, to him. as Director of the Archaeological Museum 
at Florence, and to die Director of the Villa Giulia at Rome. 1 did so: 
and in consequence of ntv report mi admirable decision has been iukett: 
to send all the red-figured fragments of die Campana collection to Rome, 
and all die black-figured fragments of thr Castcllani collection to Florence; 
and to make a new distribution when the material has been worked through. 
What follows is my report, with a few alterations. I have no doubt that 
corrections and many additions will Ite made by others, especially as I 
understand [hat there are many fragments in the Villa Giulia, which I 
have not seen.

Tint 1 Decree v>f Kallias/ most commonly so called, is a decree 
ordering the re payment of Temple monies horrowed from Temple Treasures 
oihcr than Athena’s [LG. I», oi). It is, so far as ii tines, almost perfectly 
preserved and completely legible; so far as it goes, lor it is not complete. 
'Hie top is intact, and so are the two margins; but what is at present the 
bottom edge was cut by the Cliristian mason who used this chunk of Kalitas’ 
decree for the altar of his church. He look his saw pretty exactly between 
lilies 31 and 3a of the inscription: so that line 31 is almost intact, and (if 
line 32 nothing is certainly legible (Plate FI) 1 

I am speaking so far only of fine side of the stone (Face X). The other 
side Face Y) is also inscribed, but has suffered far worse damage, lbr it 
served js the top of the altar-sbh and has consequent ly had continuous 
wcar; = moreover, lo fit it for its new purpose, a channel was cut down the 
middle, die two margins were elaborately carved, and the head and foot 
werr bevelled. The central c hann el means a loss of about five letters 
from the middle of each line, and die carved margins a loss of about ten 
letters each from beginnings and ends. These gaps have given scope 
for more or less fruitful conjecture. The two bevels, at head and lout, 
have perhaps done more harm; each means a loss of surface with room 
lor nearly three lines. Tim undamaged side contains 31 lines complete, 
and had room fur 32; for a blank line has been left at the top, since it is 
the beginning of a decree, The damaged side contains only 28; and of 
these the top and bottom lines arc cut horizontally through the middle, 
and have consequently only a few letters legible, and those with great 
difficulty (Plate III). 8 

The question has been pui. again and again: what is thr relation 
between the tw o sides of this stone ? Fnough of the damaged side survives 
to make 11 dear dial both sides arc concerned with more or less the same 
forge topic; namely, public policy with regard to temple treasures. There 
arc, however, certain differences ; the handwritings on the two sides, 
though not unalike, can be distinguished, 1 and though the vertical spacing 
is die same, the lateral spacing is much wider on the damaged side, so much 
so that while the undamaged side has 54 letters, to the line, die damaged 
has only 51. 5 There is also a notable difference in the spelling of dative 
plurals of the tst declension.

IT. The Tiimitti t>f the Other God\ 

The Decree—1 should now say, the iivo Decrees of K.allias are notor¬ 
iously difficult to date, Historian® cannot leave them alone, because not 
to know at what date 3000 Talents were placed on the Akropolis make* 
child’s play of all attempts at a financial history- of the last half of I he 
century, 1 hoped a closer study of Face Y, in the knowledge that the two 
decrees are contemporary, might give some clue to the date of both. It 
lias given me no certain due, and now that 1 must discuss the date, let 
me disclaim all pretensions of complete proof. 

I take ii as established that the two decrees are contemporary, passed 
the same day. And it is sufficiently clear, I think, that the undamaged 
side. lacc X, was passed before lace Y; face X orders the repayment 
or monies to the Gods, and Face Y regards that order as already given. 

There are only three years which need be seriously considered. It is 
char from the phrase in line 27 ot lace \, hoi Tauitxi hoi wu una tou 
■ rrrmpov apxtw.^ that it is the first year of a Panathenaic period. 
It cannot be as early a s 438-7, before die building of die propylaia 
was begun: nor as late as 414-13, a full year after the licet sailed for 
Sicily. Two years inside this period 430-29, and 42(1-5, are, as we dial I 
see, effectively excluded by die Logisiai's account. LG, \\ 324. which covers 
ihwn both. There remain 434-3, 423-1, 4114-17,

III. Pitpntnis and Ik Hi 

We have seen t ha t Kalitas' decrees fall fairly early in I he Attic year. 

I hry must, however, be later than the lajgist.il' report .'* 3 Timber, K alii as 
proposes to repay a debt to ifcr Other Gods: this is not the debt which 
the Logimai have reported as owing to the Other (iods. I will give my 
reasons for these assertions. 

The I.ogisud report a debt to the Other Clods whose total, iin hiding 
interest, is some tiling over 1000 Talents . 44 It is dear at once that this 
cannot be the debt which Kiillias proposes to repay " out of 200 Talents.' 
The figure 200 is not indeed absolutely certain : for though the current 
supplement* arc must felicitous, we must allow the formal possibility that 
y^iov mod before 8 tow»iov, and the figure is therefore 1200 , riot 200.

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ihr Other tnnls is eomijosed of two dements <mly the debt already 
published hi 426, and the debt contracted in prj- 2. The evidence tbr the 
former was in iheir own predecessor''! books: tlu evidence foi die latter 
was in the books ofCJorgotnos and his colleagues, the Tamiai ul the Other 
Gods who made all tlu- payments in |.23-a. 4K 

The debt, therefore, with which Katlias is concerned which is to 
require a scrutiny of papers presented by priests and hicropoioi and private 
individuals—cannot be the debt reported by the Logistat. What then is 
it? I can only suppose that -alien the tuoo Talents luui been paid, the 
lamia i and at her advocates of l lie < Ji her (.mf wen nut willing to give the 
Demos a dean sheer.

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BOREAS AND OR El THY J A ON A A APULIAN VASE 

[ Plate IV.] 

The vase which is the subject of Piau- IV was recently presented to 
Lite British Museum by Mr. John Tult ofChcrisey, in whose possession it had 
been for many yesrs. Mr, Tulk stales that it was formerly in the possession 
of Earl Cadogan, ami was disposed of at the suit* of his antiquities at Christie's 
in ifi%. On tile rim of the vase is an impression in red wax of a seal 
with emt-of-armv Enough remains of the surroutiding inscription 
(DO - I . . . RE - SICIL) to show that it is the seal of Eerdinaudn I, 
Ring of the Two Sicilies 1815-115, with the arms of the Kingdom, Either 
the vase was originally in the possession of this personage* or else it is merely 
a confirmation of leave to export the vase from Italy. Bui I can glean im 
further information about its previous history. and it appears to have 
remained entirely unknown to archaeologists. D is, however, as will be 
seen, one of more than usual interest. 

I hv vase is a krater, undoubtedly - I Apulian fabric, standing 26! in. 
£6B''in.: high, ami is tn remarkedly good condition, practically free from the 
restorations which so often ruin vast s if this class from the older collections, 
and almost undamaged. A general view is given in Figs, t, It will be 
seen that the handles are very elaborately modelled in scroll form, ending 
in swans' heads cm the neck, as in the British Museum examples £4(38-469 
and F ,?7<j-!i77 Round the lip is the usual egg-pattern, and below 011 ihe 
front of the neck, an ivy-wreath with berries and a band of rosettes; on die 
back, inverted wave-pattern and a laurel-wreat h. Below these again w e 
have in front two gryphons confronted, with a tall flower between: on live 
back, a pattern of three large palm cues tin; middle one inverted) inter¬ 
spersed wiilt rosettes. 

Ihe two main designs, above each of which is a broad band of tongue- 
saltern, are divided by the usual elaborate patient of palmettes under each 
inutile (see Fig. I]. file principal scene on ihe from of the vase was 
brmcrly interpreted as the rape of Persephone by Hades. To tins there 
arc three obvious and vital objections, in the first place, Hades is not 
represented as winged ; secondly, the scene dearly takes place in a temple, 
.is shown by the altar and the tern pin key lying on the ground, and not in 
the flower- bespangled meadows of Sicily; thirdly, the actual rape of Perse¬ 
phone, as Tillyard has pointed out, 1 is never represented on vases. Where 
Such scenes occur, die obviously amicable nature uf the whole proceeding, 
and the calm demeanour of the two goddesses, show that no sheik-like 
behaviour on the part «I the god is intended ; lie is merely conveying his 
spouse away ibr her annual sojourn in the realms below the earth.

! have hardly thought it desirable 10 repeat here die lull list of Boreas 
and Oreithyiu vases given hi Puuly-WissowaN article, as it scarcely admits of 
any further additions; but it may be worth noting that in the British Museum 
tin subject only occurs on two red-figured vases, E j&Q and Erpi 11 ; we 
may also add to the list the line example at Oxford to which reference has 
already been made.

The suggestion that our scrap was a 
casual sheet uf papyrus and no lunger part of a roll at the time when rim 
text ;uid music were written is confirmed lu some extent by the fact that 
m- carp has Item taken to leave h margin ,11 dir- right-hand edge and by 
dm scribbling* hrlmv.

Below I give two renderings of the fragment in our own musical 
notation; but it should be understood that the intervals of a modern 
pianoforte merely approximate to the Greek intervals. The tirsi tran¬ 
scription is based on the assumption that the composer used a mixture of 
the diatonic and chromatic gaum ; and there can be little doubt, I think, 
that musical and historical probabilities arc all in favour of such au inter¬ 
pretation. The second transcription involves a mixture of enharmonic and 
diatonic; but since There is no parallel ibr such .1 mixture, either in the 
other fragments of Greek musk or in tin* musirai theorists, no great 
confidence should be placed in the tendering.

The melody is too cirturn scribed for Lhc most pari ibr any deductions 
ti> be made about the mode in which the piece is written. Nor is there 
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;my point in the text of die fragment which would call for an appropriate 
musical cadence. Furthermore, the mixture of jpww within a tetrachord, 
which this piece exhibits, tends u> obliterate the distinctions ni mode, 
since the Perfect Fourth' is broken up into more than three interv als and its 
fundamental si fracture is thereby obscured. 1 he general impression width 
this fragment makes is that it wits composed, not in dir fifth or early fourth 
century n.c., hut Lii a period of decadence. 

In most of our fragments of Greek music, die rise and foil of the melody 
bear a close relationship u- die accents of die words. In this new piece 
the music agrees with tht acute accent in Sscinv; but ii Ls against tile 
acute in tAEs and yovArr&iv. Although die lirsi syllable ol titi is set higher 
dian the second, the preceding barytone is still higher. The circumflex 
accents ofrAp and d>v- are not indicated in the melody. So far attention 
to the word accents is concerned, this fragment is nearer to the Unr.hr ■ 
fragment and u> the Ajax piece in die Berlin papyrus than it is to iltc 
Delphic Hymns, the Aidin epitaph* and die Berlin Paean. 

Frankly, this new piece of ancient tnUsic is so methin g of a disappoint¬ 
ment. Though it affords another interesting example of a mixture of 
genera^ it is too uJuiri to Hr of great musical interest. So tar as it goes, it 
docs not coniirm tin 1 principles which have been deduced from other frag¬ 
ments for the relation of melody in accent; and no new evidence is Here 
provided to settle the problems of prosody raised by the cmyital and the 
\Eiusiot iii die Berlin fragments and the AkLin epitaph. Perhaps we ought 
to led relieved dial a study of the fragment lias revealed iu> hew romplica- 
lions or difficulties in die cumbersome notation of the Greek musical system,

THE IRISH KING OF GREECE 


Amono the gctn* of history still ludden away in ilic Public Record 
Olfii.c, in LotitU m. is ,i manuscript account <>f a transaction in British 
foreign politics of the year iftaq-go which at least three countries might 
claim as one of their greatest uhtiotjal jokes. The documents Which tell the 
>u<n have recently been unearthed for the firsi time. Had they been 
discovered before, during the century which lias elapsed sine.' <hey were 
filet! and forgotten, they would most certainly have been made public long 
since—for their story is incredibly funny. 

The volume containing them is catalogued baldly as ' F, 0 .gs/t 6 , 
Miscellaneous Domestic, 1830/ It is a leather-bound folio volume of 
Foreign Office correspondence, comprising sundry reports from British 
consuls in Greece sent home during that year, and complaints from British 
subjects anxious to trace missing relatives in Greece. Some of these letters 
are interesting enough in themselves; but there is one particular section of 
the volume, about liulf-an-inch in thickness, which is suprenidy cuinic. 
It deal' with the claim of one Nicholas Macdonald Sarsficld C'*»d d to the 
throne of Greece, This section is a musty wad of faded him pages, edged 
with gold and tilled comphr.lv with dose handwriting, interlarded with 
seals and footnote*. To read through it all from beginning to end would 
occupy maijv hours; though there would not lx a dull moment. Ihr 
whole transaction is a passage-alarms hero een an obscure middle-aged 
Irishman, Nicholas Macdonald Sarsficld Cod'd, and Lords Aberdeen and 
Palmerston; in which the Irishman ingenuously lays claim to the throne 
of lire Kingdom of Greece—at a moment when even European rulers of rare 
political acumen are declining to accept that throne on account of the grave 
personal dangers which it involves. 

Tlte situation in which Sarsficld emerges was unusually complicated, 
even for a Balkan situation. Before the independence of Greece was 
recognised in a protocol tigned in London on February 3, 1830, efforts had 
been made by Great Britain^ Fiance and Russia, die three Powers most 
directly concerned wiili the future of the Near East, to select from among 
rhn ruling families of Europe a young and vigorous prince capable fo guiding 
the new grate to maturity, After six month*, ..I discussions, during which 
many rejections and resignations occurred, the choice fell upon Prince 
Leopold of Saxe-t-oburg 11 he future King of the Belgians), Leopold 
accepted the Greek throne on February 1B30; but in the following May be 
suddenly resigned. Greece was in :i tiirbtilcui and exhausted condition 
after her ten year;’ war of independence against the Turks, and the Duke ol 
Wellington as Prime Minister at England was uuwilling 10 grant the sum 
which Leopold desired in put the finance* of Greece oft a stable basis.

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Leopold's resignation tlircw the whole quest kin of a sovereign upen office 
more, and fresh candidatures and nominations had to he examined. 

It is here that we come upon Sars field, preserved for all time in ihc 
Foreign Office records; though, for all that can he ascertained to the con¬ 
trary, he was quite unknown outside his own private circle while alive. 
Sarsficld claims the vacant throne. He docs so twice: first in a letter lo 
Lord Aberdeen on May 29, and again, alter Aberdeen had resigned the 
Foreign Office, in a second letter to Lord Palmerston on December 24.. His 
letters and their enclosures are all that wc have on which to form an estimate 
of kis character and station. They are all written in his own hand—even 
the enclosure copies, which arc voluminous; a large, round, youthful hand, 
with capitals inserted quite at random and punctuation very sparingly. 
His knowledge of punctuation flops not appear to have extended beyond 
commas; and these he uses quite indiscriminately. They crop up in 
astonishing and unexpected places. But never a semi-colon nr a full-stop. 
A> Ids business is to press an hereditary claim, he dresses it in what legal 
phraseology he can command nr imagine. This is most delightful. And 
svhen he occasionally lapses into simple straightforward language the con¬ 
trast is overwhelming. He addresses himself" humbly J to Lord Aberdeen, 
and 1 affectionately' to the people of Greece,

The enclosures are numerous. First comes a ‘ Proclamation to Lhe 
Govern mem and People nf Greece,' to the same effect and with the same 
characteristics as his truer to Aljcrdcert. This import am document etui' 
etudes 1 Vour most affectionate ie Comte de SarsFuJd Duke Siren Wexford 
Ireland. 5 It is followed by thirty-six pages of pedigree very closely written, 
tracing his descent from Dennot on the otic side and the Paleologi on the 
other. It abounds in references to various ‘ Peerages of Ireland.’ whose 
authenticity he swears by. He appends his scab The proclamation is 
headed * Tile under ncaili and ancxcd documents for the earliest 
publication . 1 

What follows is eery delirious: a collection of testimonials. One from 
certain leading men of Wexford, one from each nl the parish priests of 
apparently ail die places in which he was known, and several shorter and 
more perfunctory recommendations. 1 he testimonial from the men <ri his 
own town is an ancient nm -it is dated ■ H l .$ but he evidently considered it 
recent enough to be still of use. Tins is the sun of weapon witli wliich he 
essays to fight his way to a throne: — 1 We the undersigned gentlemen, of die 
town and emintv ufWexford, do certify we know the bearer hereof Nicholas 
Macdonald .banlkdd Cod'd. He is u native of this Place and a voting M;m 
of unexceptionable Character, having always Conducted himsdI w ith the 
grearesi Propriety we believe he is descended from three of the most ancient 
Illustrious and Noble Families of Ireland, viz. the Macdonalds of Antrim, the 
Sard adds of Lucan in the County of Dublin, and i he Cod’ds of Castletown in 
the County of Wexford, that from die regularity and Propriety of his Con¬ 
duct since his birth iw confidently Hope he will lx* found to discharge the 
duty of any Situation he may be Placed in faithfully and Honestly, given 
under our hand this day’—mth of October lOi.p’ 

The signatories include the Mayor of Wexford, the parish minister, two 
baili ffs, four Justices of the Peace, and several independent gentlemen. I h 
wants to he a king— and they hope he will discharge the r tulles of any situation 
he may he placed tn, . . . His own parish priest writes for him separably; to 
the effect that lie had known the young map since infancy and had always 
found him a ’ dutiful son and a good Christian. 1 

There follow copies of letters of favour front various important persons 
abroad, including Lord Stuart de Rothesay, the British ambassador in

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Paris. SaiMield had apparently lived hi Krant e at some* lime prior to ihso. 
Among Lord Stuart’s paragraphs we come at last upon something touching 
our hero’s appearance: his official description. HV learn that he was 
thirty-eight years of age in tttrG, when Ids personal peculiarities were 
rtrorded.

We nest learn that this is not the first time that he has approached die 
Government, The last enclosure is a copy of a letter writ ten to him by 
Hu bl louse, Under-Secret ary for tlic Home Department, on May (8, (823, 
seveji years previously li is a reply to a former claim of Ids u> certain 
L titles and dontraions 1 in Ireland, and an attempt to choke him off Mr. 
Secretary Peel is declared to be convinced that he is not entitled to die 
peerages he claims. 

.v> much for the first attack. Nothing happens, of course. The letter 
and its enclosures arc summarised on the hacks at the Foreign Office, 
and fled, Sarsfidd receives no reply. By the rime of his second emergence 
on Christmas Eve, therefore, lie has had over six mouths in which to await 
the call which does not come and to lash himself into a fury. Tills accounts 
fur the petulant and sometimes ominous tunc of his second letter in the 
i orcigii QfHce, enclosing a threatening epistle to no less a person than the 
King himself, written alternately in ihc first and third persons. Maybe 
then- was also a hope that the change of t iuvernment consequent mi the 
(all of the Duke of W ellington on November t(i might lioUi a better augury 
for him. 

Fresh hopes ;md exhausted patience provoke this Second appeal to Lord 
PalmerMOU. The pica is the same as in May, and couched in almost 
identical terms. The chief difference is that this rime he is dcierniincd to 
get something for his pains. Will Lord Palmerston do him the honour to 
4 acknowledge the reau<t of tins letter In- return of Post / Incidentally we learn 
tluu he has meanwhile approached the Duke of Wellington privately. The 
Duke had acknowledged the Jotter, hut lias incontinently scut it back with 
the acknowledgment. 

The ereani of the episode, however, is the letter to William IV. by 
gnitd lorn me —perhaps she Foreign Offier hinder had a sense of humour— 
the wrapper is preserved. It is.‘addressed in large letters to * Hi* Most 
1 IntdogS Majesty King Wiliin IV King of the United Kingdoms of Great 
Britain Ireland Hanover Faith Defender &$. && <S?e, While Hall London 
or the W here. The letter ilscrli is fairly lonu. h reiterates Ids claim, with 
ponderous repetition of the formula ‘Constantines last Reigning Christian 
Emperors oi Greece subdued in Constantinople by the Turks T ; summarises 
the pedigree, and moralises on ilu* impropriety of the Allied Sovereigns 
forcing on the Greeks a usurper. Leopold of Saxc-Coburg is commended fur 
haying shown a very proper spirit in resigning a throne which had been 
offered to him 4 to the exclusion of Prlitiunrr.’ 1 To do away with legiti- 
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mate writes* says SarsField in a niomcni of inspiration,, ‘would leave the 
world in a sea of Blood and )csohuiotL* llr appeals u» William 1 V to pause 
before lie condones the iniquity of saddling ' my beloved Grecian People ‘ 
with an upstart sovereign w hile the real lieir k alive and articulate. He says 
this twin-. Finally lie offers a bargain. Let i lie King have him sent to 
Greece, and he will rule his beloved Grecian People as .» * faithful ally ' of 
Great Britain. 

If ingenuousness and simplicity Imd been the deriding factors, the King 
could hardly have done otherwise than mail lam n crown and blessing by 
return. As it was he got nothing. The volume contains no draft reply: 
nor is there a note to say That his plea was ever acknowledged. Nicholas 
Macdonald Sarsheld Cod'd die Comte de Sarsfield Duke Street Wexford 
Ireland was not death ted to become Nicholas 1 of Greece. Apart from his 
petition wr know only that he was fifty-mo and chesmui. probably not 
well-off he wrote all Ids enclosures hinisclfi, and full uf confidence (since 
he claimed the highest earthly dignity on a bask of heredity and icstU 
tnomals). It is part of hk tragedy that, now at last discovered, he will be 
to-day only what he probably was at the time among ihe Foreign Office 
clerks —a huge joke.

A CREEK INSCRIPTION AT PETWORTH 


The slab of dark grey tufa bearing ihc text copied below was found Iasi 
Summer in the grounds of Petworth House; its origin and history, except as 
deduct blr from the stone itself, an* unknown; for leave to publish it I am 
grateful to laird and Lady Leconfield. The inscription is here drawn from 
a photograph kindly communicated by* Mr. D. O, Malcolm and from 
notes and squeezes which Mr. S. E. Win bolt was good enough to lake; 
Professor J, G. C. Anderson did ifie the favour to verify the reading.

l he stone is broken on three sides, the lop alone being undamaged; 
rlic rear surface, which is burly smooth, seems also to have its ancient 
finish; height O’^S m,, width 104. thickness o - 13 to 0*1551 height of the 
letters 0*03 to 0 35; width of die inscribed tablet 0 7 f A vertical deli has 
destroyed om- or two letters in die* middle of each line. The cutting away 
ot die front surface to a depth of twit5 m. has l esrnvd a border o to m. 
Iiigh along the upper edge, and a tablet [inbnhi ansuta having on each side 
bits of invading. Oo this tablet, ol which the base is missing, the lauu 
halt ol die original text is engraved, and its beginning must have occupied a 
similar tablet situated to the left of ours. This fact, in connexion with the 
.dinjx* and size of the slab, shows it to be a fragment from one of the long 
faces Ol a sarcophagus; the lower sketch Fig. a! suggests how this un¬ 
broken lace, probably about 2*40 cll wide, must have looked, the dimensions 
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hcrc indicated and parts of the detail being, or course, conjectural. The 
sarcophagus, of a type common in die third and fourth centuries, may 
possibly have stood, as similar ones stand to this day at Hierapolis, on the 
roof of an obi ring stone tomb-chamber. In my copy of the text letters or 
pans of letters erased are shown in dotted outline; enough traces of Utter¬ 
ing remain to make tin reading certain. The inscription doubtless began 
on tire missing tablet somewhat as follows: 1 This tomb I, Aurelia X, 
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erected at tny own expense for myself and tor my parents 1 ; it continues on 
the surviving tahlrr, thus:

1889, p. 251, while its cryptic character* full of menace to the initiated yet 
inoffensive to pagan readers, was first pointed out by F. Commit Mflmgts 
d'urck. (t iVhist. xv., 1895, pp. 252-55,). From its occurrence in dated 
epitaphs Cumont showed that thr formula was in me only Irom about 215 
to about 280, and since our Text is thus datable in 1 hat period, it must hr one 
of the earliest Christian documents preserved in Great Britain, 1 Where this 
slab came from is a problem less simple that chat of its date; perhaps its 
tufa may ultimately 1st- recognised ^ having been used iu some definite 
region, but till llieti its proveitaiKe, will probably remain obscure.

11 is not often that such a complete tomb group of this period has come to 
light; the presence of the bronze fibula with sail-shaped catch-plate and 
incised geometric decoration, along with so many vases of a rare shape, add* 
considerably to the importance of the ipoup Despite the workofKroUr^ 
Schweitzer, 31 Bochlau, J and. others, the chronology of Geometric vases, 
especially those of the Diprylon clas»,still remainsrat ha vague and tentative; 
any fresh evidence on the subject is ihcrehm* to be welcomed. The niuib 
and eighth centuries ji.o, arc regarded as ibe fioruit of Geometrk in 
Attica; but bmh upper and lower limits are sufficiently unceiUtin, and the 
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classified i ion of the vases purely geo rue trie patterns; animals: men and 
scenes from daily lilei is as yet not so much an established chronological as 
a type sequence, 

'rite most remarkable of these Geometric " sail ’ fibulae arc the four or 
live very large ones [to to ra ins. long] with the exploits of Heracles and 
other unidentified myths.* They are the earliest known representation of 
a legend in Greek Art. and are must prnbahh to be assigned to the eighth 
century. In the present group the fibula, like the vases, has a purely 
geometric pattern.* This can hr- paralleled on fibulae, hut tuii f l 
think, in conjunction with pottery ul similar Stvle. The occurrence of 
the simple linear style here on both vases and fibula, which would be made 
in quite separate places at different workshops, is some son of confirm a UOU 
of the view that the vases with simple geometric decoration did precede in 
lime those with figure scenes. Unless the choice were very' deliberate, it 
seems unlikely that out of a considerable number of vases and three bronze 
or nam ents such as we have here, not one should have any hint of a figure 
scene, had figure scenes been af all common at die time. We may there¬ 
fore conclude that they were not, and that our group dates from (he earlier 
pari of tltc Geometric Period, some time in the ninth century. from a time 
when decoration was exclusively linear and not representational. The 
inference b not absolute, Uni very probable; further useful evidence on the 
point would be forthcoming from any group of Geometric object nf known 
context. 

There is in Berlin a group of Geometric vaseV alt with purely linear 
decoration, very similar to dial on the Toronto lomh group: the prominence 
of tile: marauder on several is especially similar. They include an egg- 
shaped vase, a bowl with handle in the form of a human leg, a tripod, a 
Aci/a/Aui-riiapcd bow! decorated externally very- much like die two Inert; 
published, and others A Flic Berlin vases arc early, and tin questionably 
of about the same date as the Toronto ones. The egg-shape is a oxn- 
parjitivdy rare form, and docs not seem to have been very long in favour. 
Evidently there w av an impulse towards experiment in the shapes of vases 
during the ‘linear’ period;® afterwards, a& the decoration grew more 
complex, a lew- favourin' shapes emerged, the more hixarre ^ncs being 
dropped. 

The kahthos shape was evidently popuku also :ti Corinth in the

THE DEFENCE OF THE ACROPOLIS AND THE PANIC 

BEFORE SALAMIS 


The Persian army, moving on A them* after Thermnpylac. found the 
city deserted, Init the Acropolis held by temple servants and a lew poor 
men’: who, remembering the oracle of the 'wooden walls*’ ‘for ,1 long 
lime. 1 defended wooden breastworks against the Persians, but were in the 
end overpowered. 

Ur. G B Grundy, having recounted thus far the Herodotcan story, 
writes T!u Gnat Persian H’lfr, p. 357): 

‘ But the strangest part of the whole story is the account of the 
impression treated in the fleet by the news of the capture, The 
inconsistency between die description of the garrison and its defensive 
works, and the alarm created by the capture of die fortification, is so 
glaring as to be irreconcilable, and modem historians have naturally 
been led 10 form conjectures as to what actually Took place*'

Therefore it b sufficiently dear, both from the pst phism recorded by 
Plutarch and from the narrative of Herodotus which is substantially in 
agreement with it,that there was no serious intention lomamumi me military 
defence of the Acropolis, a plan which would probably have been quite 
unsound tacticallv, and which history denies. I hat is not to say thai all 
thought for llie city itself had been lightly abandoned. On ihe contrary, 
the actual site of an ancient city commanded die veneration id the citizens, 
for lheir gods and the tombs "of their ancestors were there. Aeschylus, 
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who fought at S alarms. dearly remembers that the Greeks were liberating 
not only themselves, but their home, the dwellings of their gods. and the 
tombs of their forefathers on that day [Pas, 402-5.. It was because this 
sentiment was so strong, dial inteUectuaUsb from Alcaeus onwards felt 
the need of the maxim :»6pes ou -reixn tt 6X:$: and that on tills Occasion 
AddmanI lls could tell 1 Jiemistocles that lie lutd no right to vote among 
the other commanders, because he bad now no city. 

Tlic Athenians accordingly, like the Romans after the sack of Rome 
bv the Gauls (Lay.

Themiatodes then overruled local and religious sentiment by skilful 
deference to it ; but hi the first clause o! his psepliiitu he committed die 
city to the care of Athena. His success in winning the adoption of his plan 
was apparently made possible by the support of the more enlightened and 
aristocratic oft he citizens, called in rhe tradition (Amt, Ath. Pol. XXI 11 .)

I he i esul l has seemed incredible I 
and besides, as Plutarch noticed TJifjti. X.), hi the earlier account of 
Glide mas it was the subtle compulsion 1 lietnisiocles, not die vohiiiiary 
generosity of the rich, tlui provided the radon allowance which the 
personnel of Greek navies required. It is much more likely that the 
Areopagites," ui the class which they represent in the uan.t lives, 
gained credit at the time of Salanris, not merely for patriotic UberuUtv 
(which they probably also displayed, before or in spite of TheimstMules 
trickeriesi, but mainly because, in their appraisement of the situation, they 
proved in the end to have been light. After all, as Aeschylus could stay, 
the gods preserved the eity of Pallas [Pets. 347 Ihd at (irst jitosi o! the 
c*ti2Cns, with lUcir strung faith iu then local sanctities, and with the pro 
cedent of Delphi—whatever actually may have liappcned there—fresh in 
their memory, must have inferred from the assurances of divine dele nee 
which they had been given, that Xerxes would never even capture the 
Acropolis. 

If it is true that die first thought of the Athenians was for their sacred 
places, and that they really believed that their goddess would offer super¬ 
natural resistance !<»'Xerxes it was inevitable that the (puck capture of the 
Acropolis sltould inspire consternation in die Athenians on board the Elect. 
Thev must have thought that their goddess herself was defeated, and that 
they had no longer hope of victory. They must have remembered anew 
rhe ambiguous ..men <4 the tiered snake which had refused it* ottering 
(Hdt. VIH. 411; and though dial may have been a manipulation, to tempt 
die iu to embark in the belie! that Athena had herself departed, it is probable 
dint now, after assurances of her protection, >mh the evil inicrpi Btattoh 
occurred to 1 hem. However, courage and confidence soon revived, perhaps 
because another divine manifestation, this time favourable, was observed; 
the miraculous procession from bleu sis, proving that the gods still lived 
(Hdt. VIII. 65), and might yet help their wots [uppers.

Flirtwanoler^k reconstructions * of the pediments of the temple oi 
Aphaia, though in the main right, can be improved in certain details. 
The object «T these nates is to criticise certain suggested improvements. T 
take rite West pediment first. Schrader* has recently advocated a return 
to something like the Codterill 1 scheme. His chief objections to Furt- 
w angler are’dial the blocks or the Gcbon as arranged by Furiwanglcr do 
not agree with the footprints uf the figures which they art: meant to carry, 
that Furtwanglerk assumption of a mirth prostrate figure is based on a 
fragmentary* arm which may well belong to the Fast pediment, that the 
combatants should be divided into friends on one side ol \tln-na and Iocs 
on the other, and that it i$ impossible for the archers to shoot out into 
space.

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A recent paper by A. Thiersch' 3 has raised die question ol the com¬ 
pletion of die East pediment, The main contention is chronological. 
Thiersch believe* that the Kao pediment was wilfully damaged by exiled 
democrats, led by Ntkodi'dtrios soon after 1^7: that it was restored before 
Salainis and ilx damaged figures set up in Iront of tin; temple to be a 
memorial of the sacrilege; and that the head no. i »i is the remains of a 
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statue put up after Salamis and destroyed bv the Athenians in 457. 
Detailed e xami nation of this theory is the provinceof ihc historian rather 
than of the archaeologist. The chronology certainly agrees with the 
stylistic evidence, and if the East pediment was wilfully damaged about 
.pH}, it cannot have been by Persians, as Lai 1*4lot/ suggested, because 
Angina was then Medi&ing, Whatever be the truth about this, Thiersch 
draws a further inference front the theory of wilful damage, that the Grison 
blocks would remain unharmed by the marauders and the new statues 
would be pul where the old ones were, so that the composition would 
remain unchanged. This is not a necessary Inference. In the West 
pediment** the blocks arc hollowed to a depth ol 18-25 mm. 1<* receive 
plinths 30-35 mm. thick, in die Last pediment 11 1 he blocks are hollowed 
to a depth of 33-55 mm; to receive plinths at least 30 min. thick. Sup* 
posing ihaL the old Last pediment had a composition like that of the West 
and plinths of the same thickness, it would be easy to convert it to take 
die now composition by hollowing the blocks deeper. 

There is. then, no need to assume ihat our Last pediment repeats the 
composition pf the old Last pediment, and there are die strongest stylistic 
reasons against it. It is easy to show the advance in single ligura tor 
from die evidence *>f die heads we may assume that the old Last pediment 
was. not less archaic than the West; compare the fallen figures nos 33 and 
41 ; in the West the legs art* artificially crossed ami the 11 archaic smile 
remains on the face, in The East the whole body writhes in anguish and 
the teeth are clenched in pain; coin pan* the two Athenas, 1 * the one 
5 mili mi, with ornamental drapery, the other nearly ‘Hilrmit, with din pier 
drapery.

1*00 square metres area, were excavated, and in cadi important results were 
obtained In tin- northern urea the Inundations -pf a large building which 
i i)[|v bom jii>jih bi south atro.^ the entire area as far as the culling of the 
Athens—Pcituci.i'v railway fhow nuicli further in this direction it may go 
cannot be said came to ligliT. J his building, a narrow st ructure with two 

rows or columns on its cast side, is identified with the Royal Stoa which 
Pamanias places cm the right as one enters the Agora . Fig. j i* another 
narrow building, as yet partially excavated, mav be the 'Sum 1.1'Zeus 
Eleutheruw. A water-channel m a wide street immediately we it of this 
atTct Stoa yielded sonic inscribed stelai which had been used as cover- 
blocks: rubers are still in situ and will Ik- removed next year. A rolossal 
marble statue of Hadrian was also found here: this must be the statue of 
Hadrian m nit lotted by Pausanias as standing near the Stoa of Zeus. 

Two other interest mg pieces of sculpture were found-—one a herm, with 
j head in the style of ihe herm of Meanuncs. which supports the torso of a 
scatcu child fig. *j, tin - Other a statue of a woman the style of which 
recalls that ol riniotheos and which, it is thought, mav be an original of 
tin fourth century Fig. 3 ).* There are also a fine Greek head from a relief 
and various other pieces of sculpture, 

The earliest pottery is Mycenaean; Geometric and archaic Attic are 
abo represented, fhe Mycenaean and Geometric come from a depth of 
or seven metres. Most notable are two fragmentary Attic cups, one of 
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which is described asheing in thic style of Houris, the oilier, svMtc ground, 
in ihar of Solades. On ilie interior ot' die Jailer is a figure in „i lung purple 
cloak, playing the lyre, with a rabbit crouching by Ills side. 

On the tmtth nope aj thr Jlnopolii Mr. timnerc of die American School 
has identified a small sanctuary of Eros and Aphrodite. A path leads 
(rout it up to the north side of the Acropolis. The discovery is interesting, 
as Mr, limneer is evidently right in identifying ihe sanctuary with that of 
Aphrodite tv Kfprois, mentioned fa) Pausanias in connection with the 
Arrephoroi Pans. I. 27, 3),

hi Mr. /Vristophron’s excavation at the Academy a marble luutrophoros 
and an ext reruely well-preserved base, decora Led on three sides with reliefs,

northernmost point yet reached fbtindauons ol a large building ixhhdi it 
is thought, may be die Academy, have come to light. 

Between December 1930 and June 1931 excavations were conducted 
cm the Pttjtx by the Greek Arehaccilogical Service under the joint direction 
H Dr, K. Kou rot 11 not is and Mr. H. A. Thompson, Fellow nl the American 
Sthool. The levels and strutifiruLion were examined by cutting numerous 
1 re 1 a lies through the semicircular area bounded on the south by the 
artificial scarp and on the north by the great curved retaining wall, The 
remains of three periods came to light. 

In the First Period, advantage was taken of the natural bill slope so 
dial the audience sat facing north-east: the speaker stood below facing 
South-West. The shallow envea was hewn lor the most pari from the bed- 
rur k, and its dressed rock surface may sliil be traced in ft mil of the great 
surviving berna. flic from ol the auditorium was formed by a terrace 
supported by a low retaining wall running approximately parallel to the 
high scarp. Tart of its bedding consists of the so-called three steps dis¬ 
covered by Gurlius in iHO.v Historical rofiaidetatiom suggest ,t daft 
around 500 b.c. for tins First Period.

The Third Period represents a rebuilding and enlargement of the 
Second. The front of its auditorium was (untied by the newly-cut scarp 
from the centre of which projects tlic rock-hew n bema. Tin hack of the 
ravea was supported hy the monumental outer retaining walk The 
familiar three steps in ihe western part of the scarp provided entrance from 
an artificial terrace on ihe hilltop. Hu main entrance was a broad stair- 
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way leading up from die north um the great retaining Willi. The cuttings 
tor us betiding survive on the top and at the foot of that wall. The object* 
lutind in the new lilliny, and the similarity in eons tru ft ion of this retaining 
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wail and other Hatlrianic buildings in Athens make probable tlie daring 
of the final reconstruction to the rime of Hadrian. 

The south comer of die East pediment of the Parthenon is bring repaired 
and restored by Mr. Ralanos, who has now completed his reconstruction of 
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the north colonnade. In the courtyard of the .Umprtliy Museum Dr. Rhys 
Carpenter recognised die missing figure U from tfw West pediment of the 
Parthenon, in die lower hall'of a statue of a seated woman which has long 
stood exactly opposite to the entrance to the Museum In June a 
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remarkable chance llrul was made when the basement of a house hi the 
ncigbbourhtx-d of tin- lower end of Hcmus Sbctt was being enlarged; Ibis 
h a life-size mar Ide statue of a sealed man, per imp Dionysus, to judge by 
the panther-skin un the stool on which lie is sitting, and is evidently n work 
of about 5flo n;c. Head, one arm, and part of tme shoulder are missing: 
one arm was raised and presumably rested tm a staff. The condition of 
the surface L astonishingly good; a certain nirmunt of colour remains, 
particularly on The panther skin, the rumours and details of which arc 
drawn in dull black paint. In spite of the damage which it has suffered 
this is a really lirst-rate ao push inn to the existing sculpture of the 
late-archaic period, In my previous report l omitted to mention an early 
archaic statue recently found and at present in the Theseum: Lhts is a 
nude male figure, under life-sixr, uf which the head and body are tolerably 
well preserved: it is a little later than the Suniitm Apollo, to which it bears 
a rather strong resemblance. 

Of discoveries in the neighbourhood of Athens, the chance boding 
of a series of' marble reliefs, and other less important remains, in the 
Jiarbom at /Vnvrftfv k f of course, the must remarkable.

The prehistoric settlement on the southern slope of the Acropolis, 
w hich was covered by Roman and Geometric strata, revealed a Mycenaean 
stratum a metre and a half thick, and below- this a Middle Hclladic, which 
is rather thicker than the Mycenaean. There was no break between the 
Middle Hell adit and she Mvccnacau, which leads in turn, without a break, 
to Geometric. There was no Early Helhitlii stratum, the Early Hr-lhtdk 
sherds which were round having conn- down from the top of the Acropolis. 
1 f,r Middle Udhidir houses arc mostly of tin- usual apsidal type, but there 
were two ret tangular house plans, A large Mycenaean house was found. 
Between die walls and inflow the Honrs of the Middle Hclladic houses 
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were graves, most of which liad no funerary furniture. However, one ol 
Lwi Early Hclladir graves, found near the ]Vnit" or Pinion, contained a 
number of offerings, a bronze razor wiili silver duds, many small triangular 
ornaments made of boar's tusks, etc. The pottery presents few unusual 
feature*, though a couple of incised Cv> lad u - fragments may hr mentioned. 

As to rite remains of the historic period: the mass of earth whit h had 
accumulated in from of the Portico of Phi tan has been further cleared, and 
a stretch of PdsistraiCOT wall, with restoration of the Cimooian period, 
has been revealed ; the Per ie lean wall on the cast side ol the trine nos has 
been opened to view in two places by clearances made in the later fortifica¬ 
tion wall which conceals it. 

Perhaps the most striking results have been obtained north-west of the 
Great Propylaea, where a long stretch of wall which seems likely to be 
Peisistrattan, a gateway and two towers have conn- to light; this wall 
is a direct continuation of the line of the temenos wall, and can only be 
part of the defensive system of the town.

It teas found that Lite eastern end 
of the temple had been completely destroyed, A triass of structural pom* 
including fragments of column drums, was found at a distance of eighteen 
metres from the west end, and it is assumed that this is the ruin of the east 
facade, and that the temple was about eighteen metres in length. 

Adjacent to the north side of the existing tcmplc-fbundaiions, at a 
lower level, was found a structure about .sixteen metres long and two metres 
wide composed of heavy squared blocks of pot os. It is possible that this 
is a relic of the foundations of an earlier temple. 

A votive deposit was tbimd outside the western arc of the tetnenoa- 
wall. Il contained a mass of pottery, including sherds with incised 
inscriptions. Among these there was :i dedication to Athena, litis dis¬ 
covery has a twofold significance. Since none of the sacred buildings at 
H ali artos which Pausanias was able to idrnliO, by name was a temple ol 
Athena, this hud represents the recovery of a fact which had disappeared 
from general, and even from local, knowledge before Piiiisauias' time; 
secondly, it renders, extremely probable die suggestion previously made 
by the excavator, that this sanctuary w;ix among 1 those other temples which 
Paitsama* saw at Haltarto* and set down in his record as being nameless 
and in a mined condition. 
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The long rectangular building to tlic south ul the temple was scarcely 
more i him defined in outline in the excavation of 1926: butixom the identity 
in sty h- between its w alls and those of the temimOS it had already been judged 
to he contemporary with the temple ami to he a part of Urn sacred precinct. 
This inference has nmv been justified. In the interior of the building, 
four circular stout haso were uncovered, about 73 m. in diameter, disposed 
ai equal intervals along a centre-line nttmlng die lens' way of the building. 
They were evidently the bases of the pillars, supporting the roof, and i( is 
fairly certain that this rectangular building was a single long halt. Excava¬ 
tion outside its north wall revealed a well-preserved passage paved with 
limestone, leading into the precinci li'oni the west and extending ;ls tar as 
the I light of steps found in 199b- This payed passage, therefore, gave 
access to the temple be way of the steps. As it also continues below die steps 
round the north-east angle of the king hall towards the first doorway of the 
1 at ter it evidently gave access to tin- long hall as well, and the association 
between tin* long hall and the lenipk may be considered to be established. 
The exact purpose of 1 lie long bull remains undecided. 

The smaller finds include a quantity of pottery, mostly of the period 
from the sixth to the fourth Century; fragments of two proxcuy-deert'W, 
one of which contains a gram of citizenship <0 the pmterns : and an excellent 
painted clay antelix. 

The Pei .ofontcese 

Professor Shear, who has now published accounts of discoveries 
previously made in die cemd erics of Con tit ft. In AJ.A. 1930, 403 if. : c L .irt 
md A tchdiology. May and June 1930; March and April 1931), continued 
his investigations in the neighbourhood of the Chdiototnylos mound, 
i liocshig a she on the hillside U» the south-east. Although some Geometric 
objects and early sherds were found here, as well as a fountain house and 
walls of 1 hr fourth century b.c., the chief result w r ax the discovery that the 
hillside is closely packed wiih Roman tombs. The 10mbs are usually 
constructed of two chambers, and have grave?, set in niche; 1 liter periods 
may lie distinguished by means of the coins and lamps, and by structural 
changes: 'i) liefore the end of the lire) century a.o.: iij re-use in the 
Second century; fiii; in the latter pari of the fourth century when they were 
filled with bodies. The uutfecorated stucco with which the walls are 
covered belongs 10 the last p-riod of use, but beneath, this is a layer which 
wns decorated: in one ease with pictures of an armed Roman soldier, w ho 
stands io a panel on either side Ol the grave, while in the tympanum of the 
niche are two peacocks lacing each other over a vase; tin: background is 
filled with garlands and flowers. Over a side-grave in the outer chamber 
oi the same tomb are two tritons, above dolphins, grouped about a 
large vase. Hi esc paintings cannot be later than the end of the first 
century a.ij. 

Miss Ne\vhull bus published a summary of the fmds from the Corinthian 
Gera m tic us in A,J,A. 193 r, p. 1 and ff. This remarkably interesting series 
ot finds covers the period from the eighth century 10 the fourth, and in¬ 
cludes, besides an enormous number of vases, a large collection of terra- 
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cottas, and a fragmentary bronze bowl with a iaie-archak (Indication to 
Aphrodite 'Tama^oalt'amEvi). That (hr quanJitus of pottery 

found here ax*' actually from the potters’ quarter is proved by tin: discovery 
of trial pieces (p. 7), and the fact that there it an undoubted Protixoriudiian 
fragment among these p q is yet. another proof of the origin of the Prnto- 
corinthian style. 

Further finds, of which I have not received detailed in Ion nation, were 
made in the summer of 1931, both in the CcrameicuS and elsewhere: j the 
latter include a fifiL-century cJiamber-iomb excavated by Dr. (Carpenter 
(see Karo in A. Anz . 1931,’250). A Hellenistic sima. with a lion's-head

At the temple of Htfa Akroia, Prrachnra. the British School continued 
the work begun in 1930, 5 The first task was naturally to complete tin* 
excavation of the area known, from votive inscriptions found In 1930, to be 
that in which the Hcracum once stood. Although n number'd workmen 
were employed in this area tor seven weeks, the limits ol 1 hr votive deposit 
have 11OL vet been reached* and it is evident there is still much to lie done 
before the deposit is exhausted, flic area is divided into two principal 
sectors by a central complex of walls which were laid bare last year. lit 
both enormous quantitics of pottery' were again found, and, as before, there 
was a large proportion of fine Prolocoriiu Itian 1 perhaps the most notable 
piece of which is a large fragment with the forepart ufa centaur panned in 
the polychrome technique of the Cliigi vase . Much imported pottery was 
again found[—especially notable is die number of fragments of imduubttd 
Etruscan btnxhero; and there were again a number of fragments with 
votive inscriptions, on some of which the name, or part of the name, ol the 
goddess is preserved. In both sectors terracotta figurines were plentiful: 
these show a variety of styles: about twenty Rhodian or Samian examples 
/cf. Fig. Pi are 0 1 particular interest. Considerably more ivory was found 
ihb year than last; the total number ofseventh-ceniurv drettfa* seals is now 
t w«i tv, and some of these arc of'exceptionally line workmanship (cf. Fig. 7).

Many details remain lo lit: cleared up in 
next year's excavations. 

At \ikopoh.i in Epirus Protestors Orlandos and Soteriou continued 
their work on the great Kn.silika |Vf J.H.S. 1930, 343;. which is now seen 
to have had a five-fold division into aisles. The altar, ciborium and a 
marble bathmrt in from of the altar, on which, as on the proihysis in front 
of ancient altars, the priest stood, as well as die emplacements by the thrones 
of the Presbyteroi, writ' uncovered. In addition to this exceptionally dear 
plan of the constitution of the Benia a number of other interesting details 
were revealed; a good deaf of earlier marble work (Ionic and Corinthian

In the autumn of 1930 Air. VV. A. Henrdey .onducted the first 
campaign of the excavation undertaken at the instance of Sir Rennrl! 
Kodd in Ithaca. During the mouths of August, September and October, 
excavations were carried out in ihc north part of the island. Four points 
were explored: Llie Itill of Pcfikdtu, [lie bay of Pol is, 1 fie so-called 1 School 
of Homer/ and an area near the modern village «f Stavros. On tfic ft ill 
of Pdikaia an extensive Early Udladic settlement was discovered. Ow ing 
10 severe c-irl hquakes the remains are rubious, and little more I ban heaps 
df stones. In one area, however, these heaps of stories had been levelled 
to make a wide space on which must have- stood houses of wattle and daub 
on stone foundations. Evidence of occupation here was given by bored 
stone axes, mam day spindle-' w horls and masses of pottery. A t irvuit w all 
of large irregular blocks of stone ran just below the flat summit of die hill, 
enclosing part of the settlement, and some of this wall is still preserved Ln 
situ, as is part of a paved road about three metres wide which ran 
beside it.

The csoravatimi revealed a deposit with an average depth of two metres, 
containing two occupation levels. Both belong to the Eark Macedonian 
Bronze Age. which is known from previous excavation* ol the School in 
other parts of Macedonia to have lasted from about 25OG to zooo a.C. 

The two levels represent the two phased nt the culture (hums period, uic 
lower Icvd containing also traces of a still earlier indigenous Neolithic cul¬ 
ture, t lie upprt containing pottery which is a development oi that in the lower. 
In tin* upper level were found some thirty mugs each with a pan of high- 
^wung ribbon handles (the counterpart of the Early Hclhdic " tankard }, 
some d! exceptionally delicate fabric with fine polished yellow stiriacc; 
some bored Stone celts, stone saws, an anchor ornament, objects all proper 
lu this civilisation, and a remarkable figurine. Except lor the Neolithic 
sherds no obvious contacts with the non hem cultural province were 
observed. At a spot about 20 kilometre# north of Bj lolj m Jugoslavia a 
settlement of the same early Bronze Age people was identified. 

Professor Kxramoponlfos has excavated at two places ill Macedonia, 
the one near Fluritia, the other at Sclitut-EtittjTit. At ten Lion was drawn to 
the Ibmitr bv ilic discovery of a Hellenistic vase decorated with the laJJ 
0 j Tru\ f* MegWtian-bowl’ fabric).

now amplified by limber material, particularly by the discovery of 
Mycenaean sherd* in tin same strata as a certain type of coarsely matte 
cup which was already known from the previous excavation, but was not 
hitherto datable.

Hotidius, has made satisfactory progress: Vol. II! was completed ^ in 
t Vol. i V in t 930. The second half of Vo I. [IT contains 430 items 
relating to Centra! and Northern Greece, Macedonia, Thrace, Scythia and 
the Aegean islands* while VoL IV, comprising 739 items, covers the Wes Lem 
Greek world together with Western and Northern Asia Minor: the value 
of ten.li volume is greatly enhanced by the full indexes with which it is 
provided. 

In the realm of dialectology, the appearance of a fourth edition of 
K Solntaen’- InxctiptiAties gttiMQr ad ittlustrutitim (!inier!ii\ wlcctat, revised and 
enlarged by E. Framkcl, 11 is an event of considerable importance, and 
E. Hermann’s review 15 of C. D. Buck’s Gretk Dialects also deserves notice. 
In the field of lexicography, we may mention J lingerie’s lexical 
notes ln on some words misunderstood or unrecognised, A. Wilhelm’s 
artirlc 1T on some Latin words occurring* more or less disguised, in Greek

review is the appears tire ul a further volume, edited by K Durr bach, of 
the definitive publication of the Delian public documents. This comprises 
all tin- temple accounts from the point readied at Lite ..lose of liic previous 
volume (ef. xlvii, 200 f, . down to 166 b.c., when Delos again became 

■subject to Athenian domination, together with a group of lwdvc Jaws, 
contracts and specifications, of which the most intern ting is the regulatimi 
governing tli<- mlc of wood and rltarcoal \S.l.G, % 075}. The work contains 
141 texts, of which all save about thirty arc published here for the first time. 
Among them arc excellent examples of the administrative records and 
tc mple-i oven tori cs ot the iEpo-noiai (t.g. Nos. 372, 399, 439, 443, 4b! •, 
notably that which dates Irons die ardiouship of Dcmares in 179 &i: * 
i No. 442 ■ . A table of Delian magistrates from 314 to it>f» b.g. and a con¬ 
siderable body of addenda, due lor the most part to M. Lacroix, materially 
enhance the value of the Uvok. 

The sumptuous publication ol the archaeological discoveries made on 
the island under the auspices of (lie French School at Athens has been 
enriched by a fascicule,*® 8 in which A. Phissan gives an exhaustive at conn I 
ot‘ the sanctuaries and cults ol Mount Cyihnus. Though not primarily 
c pi graphical. it cun tains a largo number ol inscriptions connected with the 
temple of Zeus f-yi Indus and Athena (yihuit dm the summit of the hill ,n:d 
w i t h t he other shrines—especially that of Hera—which lay on its slopes. The 
pertinent records uf the Apollo temple .m, utilised and four fragments an!l 
ol building-inscriptions found on the lop of the hill arc published (p. 73 If. ;

IX. Syria and Palestine 

Syria is probably the provenance of a curious bronze money-box, *** 
now in the Cabinet drs Mtdailk*.

■ATupyiri. An important enterprise has been inaugurated by the issue of 
the first fascicule of what is, in effect if not in laiin, a Cojipm of Greek and 
Latin inscripiums of Syria: M€ it contains a to Greek and jK Latin inscrip- 
tions (of which 4-2 and lour respectively were previously unpublished 1, 
edited With admirable thoroughness by L, Jala ben and R. Mouierdc and 
covering rhe provinces of Conmtagene. and Cvrrhcsiica. Preparations for 
the continuation of the work arc going forward.."*' A. Wilh elm has pro¬ 
posed a## an improved restoration of a passage in an inscription of Samosatii 
( li.AL htscr . 104801 honouring A mine lut* 1 of C lorninageue, An inscription 
of Septinjius Severn* has come light r,: ‘ v at Mii’ad, two Byzantine texts 
of Beyroui mentioning artisans have been discussed mta by It.

J. Cantineau has edited *** six Greco-Palmyrene bilingual epitaphs 
discovered at or near Palmyra, dating front the lirst and second centuries 
aj>. Other epigraphical finds, riot yet published, have been made 
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by H. lug hoi L and a bilingual decree of Palmyra, honouring with seven 
public statues a wealthy citizen who had rendered services to merchants 
and to caravans, has been found on the road from Palmyra to the 
Euphrates.*™ 

Steady progress is being made, under the auspices of Yale University, 
with the excavation of Ditra-Eumpus ($£1ilpydi) on the Euphrates, and 
the results arc published with exemplary promptitude by M. KustovtzcfF 
and ]ii> collaborators;. In the report on the first season's work, he devotes 
a chapter QU7 to the inscriptions found on or dose to the Palmyra-Gate of 
the city, dealing w ith some of the very' numerous short texts roughly cut, 
mostly by soldiers of the garrison, on the lower parts of the inner walls of 
the gate, as well as with the more Formal inscriptions engraved on numti- 
Tueiita) altars or on votive and funeral monuments, and summing up the* 
significance of these records for the history of Dura, To the same scholar vve 
owe an attractive summary 6ua of * Yale’s Work at Duura,' in which a 
dedicatory inscription on an altar of the god laribol described and 
illustrated, as well as an exhaustive edition/ 011 in which hr collaborates with 
C, B. Welles, of a loan -con tract, dated a.u, l*i, written on a parchment 
found in 1929 at the Palmyra-Gate. 

Among recently published inscriptions from Palestine the most 
important is unquestionably a &idrrayua Kaicyapos acquired by 1‘mehnrr in 
tfljB and now added to the Cabinet dcs Medaiilcs at Paris. Jt apparently 
conies from Nazareth, and F. Cumoni. its first editor, fi|l> assigns it to the 
reign of Augustus or possibly that of Tiberius. It is the translation of a 
Latin rescript, addressed to the legate of Syria or the. procurator of Judaea, 
and deals with the violation of tondrs and the trial and punishment of those 
guilty of dm crime in a way which, in Cumon t’s view-, ‘is calculated to 
produce a striking modification in the ideas which have been expressed 
regarding the evolution of penal law in the matter of ihr protection of 
tombs,' a development which he traces in some detail. II it belong? to 
Fibcrius’ reign, it may possibly, he suggests, have been evoked by the stir 
consequent upon the empty tomboi Christ, I o the study of this interesting 
document valuable contributions are made by F F, M. Abel and M. J. 
Lagrange, eu b\ E, Cuq fl, ' ; and by G. Dc Sanctis/ 1 * who call in question 
some ot Cumom’s judgments. 

A mosaic commemorative inscription has been found 61 1 in the 
synagogue of Bdi Alpha, near lleisart, while at Nablus twenty-two stone 
seats, in two roughly semicircular row's, have- been discovered/ 15 eleven of 
which bear dedicatory inscriptions in Greek. A Byzantine mosaic has

DD. Oinochoc in WtLfzburg, inv. fjtkp The shape is unusual: a sort 
of olpe, with Oat mouth and low handle; but very fat, almost as fat as 
an omochoe shape III, Two men: one playing the flute, the other facing 
him, with two branches of ivy, Slight work, late. Compare 11, below . 

EE (Figs. 4-3 and PL VIII, 1). Oinochoc, shape III, in Bristol, H 803. 
That there were vases in the Bristol Museum l learned many years ago from 
Mr. E. S. G. Robinson; photographs were given me by Mr. J. W. Lawrence; 
those here reproduced are my wife's. The patterns are lotus-bud above ihe 
picture, a black line at eaeit side, and a brown line below : the regular 
patterns in oinochoai of this shape at this time, A red line runs round the 
vase below the picture. At the lower junction of the handle there is a 
black pulmcttc, with a red heart, a black line with white dote just outside 
the heart, and a pair of short nxl horizontal lines linking the volutes. The 
subject is the huliter's return. An archer, bearded, wearing Oriental 
costume, has shot a hare, and brings it to a nignior who h dressed in chiton 
and himation and uses .1 spear os <1 staff. To left and right, our Danish 
friends, one bearded, one almost smooth-faced, but both wearing cloaks 
and holding spears, and with Hogs beside them. Nearly everything shows 
in the photographs: but not die white belly-stripe of the hare; and (he 
spotting of his coat, and of half the harlequin-suit, with pairs oi little incised 
strokes. The white dog has a red eye. A rather late work and hoi verv 
careful. The subject recalls the London olpc B 52, No 24 in my list 
Ita\ arch, t8f)i, ii, 8, 367: Clot he, Ijcs classes, PI. ijj, t ) and the Louvre 
amphora F 26, No. 4 in my list (C.V, Louvre.

MM. Cup, In 1903 I hr Boston Museum acquired seven small frag¬ 
ments, making up 10 two, of a cup with ihe signature Autwss erroieotv, 
and they were pul >1 is lied by Miss V>aHon in 1907, 11 They give parts of 
I wo large eyes; two spiral tendrils; and remains of a figure between the 
eyes (PI. X, p-yj. 

In 192a Mrs. Ure published a cup-tfagmem which tiad been in the 
Dorset Museum at Dorchester since 1885. Parts of two eyes; between 
them tlu* figure, almost complete, of a reveller; the fragmentary signature 
- - >% <ntoie[cr£y] li (PI. X, 5), Mrs. Ure showed that the style was the 
same as in the Boston Amusis fragments. 

Fhe fact is, llial the Dorchester fragment is part of the same cup as 
ilu; fragments in Boston. Other fragments of this cup are in the magazine 
of the Vatican; a few of these had already been put together when 1 
fim saw then 1 two years ago; I added others then; and yet others, in elud¬ 
ing the handles, after a good deal of search, this year.

"Hicrc is one minor point in which the shape differs from most cups 
of type iS'; the little foot-fillet is farther from the edge. This peculiarity

I do not recall any other reserved cup-stems™; and the lack of 
ground-line is very rare in cups iff any kind. 10 Remember that two of 
the neck-amphorae signed Am ads — those in Boston— have no ground-line., 
Now the decoration. Ait eye-cup of a peculiar kind, Inside, a small 
neat gorgoueion, within a border of three lines (Fig. 12). Outside, eyes,!

Mow we understand the 
remains on the Boston fragment : they are the lower outside corned of a 
lyre, with a bit of flu: string-rest, the lower cud of the outer lyre-arm. the 
plectrum-cord, and {the white speck above the eyebrow) the end of 
the cross-bar. Failing the Vatican oinochoe, the mastoid bowl in the 
Louvre. F 70, might have yielded the same clue* * 1 

As to the smaller Boston fragment, it joins the Vatican fragment to 
the left of the lyre-player and gives the upper half of the left-hand eye 
(PL X, y). 

The handle-ornament to the left iff the left eye is almost complete 
. PL X, 61 , and t have restored it, by supplying a stretch iff tendril, in my 
sketch (Fig. ry'i, The ornament has much in common with the more

MM bis. Cup. hi the cup just reconstructed, the most important part 
si ill missing is the face, breast, and forearm of the lyre-pi aver, with most 
of her Jvrci Here a fragment, from the Caste Ilani collection, in the Villa 
Giulia, comes to our aid Fig. 14,0). It is not from the same cup, but from 
another of the same type and by the same hand. It gives 1 he upper part of a 
woman playing the lyre; the edge of the big eye to the right oilier; and ihc 
inner end of the eyebrow, for dial is what the thicker line 10 the right of 
the strings is. 'Hie woman’s pupil, now partly lost, is red. The lower 
line <if the eye is convex to the upper, as in the Acropolis fragments (see 
above, C!G), and the carring is a Single red dot. Dirt on the cheek makes 
die mouth look longer than it is. The usual black or brown tine near the 
edge or 1 he bowl is omitted. 

I have lound tour fragments of the same cup among the Campana 
fragments in the magazine at Florence (Fig. 14, p-t). The first fpj joins on 
till- left, and srives the rest ol the himatiott on the shoulder. and bits of 
the left-hand eye and brow. The second fragment y joins on the right, 
and gives part of the right tear-gland, a bitul chiton paltcmcd with crosses’ 
and a bit of lumafion. Tin* tltird Florence fragment ,6 dors not join : 
it gives the lowest part of 1 he handle-ornament—just such a flower as in 
ilic signed cup; and more, at the left extremity of the fragment (bardlv 
visible in the photograph , part uf rlw figure on the other half of the exterior 
—the white foot of a female moving quickly leftward. Tile fourth frag¬ 
ment « gives a piece of handle-decoration, but whether it comes Irmn 
the same handle as {6} does not appear. To left and right an: 1 races of 
the two handle-roots: between them, a palmcttc of the same kind as in 
ihc signed cup, bur here the heart is red. and the petals sit nut in a pair 
of spirals, but in a pair of linked loops. 

Fragment 61 gives a bit of the inside l undo — a plain disc as far as it 
is preserved. 

NN. Cup. When 1 was working at the signed cup for the first time, I 
picked out seven small Vatican fragments which at first glance seemed to 
belong n» the signed cup. ( 11 user inspection showed that 1 his was impossible ; 
they came from another cup ot the same make and style. When Mrs. Urc 
was sending 111c Iter photograph of the imbibed fragment in Dorchester, 
sin added photographs of two nilu-r fragments hi the same museum; and 
liiese, I found, went with the Vatican seven. On my second search m 
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the Vatican I (bund other pieces,. and can now reconstruct the cup 
(Pi. XI). ' 

One of the Dorchester fragtneim (museum number 3) giv<s lJk- lower 
part ot a male figure, cloaked and booled, moving to the lefi. and to left 
and right ot him remains of floral decoration. Then' was no ground-]the. 
The name of the Roman dealer Cam pan ad is written on the fragment in 
ink.

The Heidelberg cup reproduced in figs, iH -20 was connected by 
Furtwangler with Amasis.

This cup take s a good 
many others with it; and that the group thus formed stands dose o* the 
Amasis painter will no), f think, be denied. 

They are all cups of die class which Faync arid I have called Siana * 
cups, 33 alter two trout Si ana in the British Museum. II a- class fills into 
two sub-classes according to the method of decorating the exterior: in 
011c sub-class die main picture outside is in the handle-zone, and the offset 
lip bear* subsidiary decoration, usually floral; in the other sub-class the 
figure* spread over both handle-zone and lip— overlap ' decoration 

Most of the cups in the following list must be by a single hand. Some 
of them are coarser than others; for example, Nos gij and 24 Louvre CA 
tb«4, Louvre A 4781 go together and are rather Crude and Upgaiulv, hut 
ii is difficult to draw a dividing-line between them and the main body.

first, that the cups in our lisi form a compact stylistic group: secondly, 
that they are closely akin to the work of the Amasts painter, especially to 
his earlier work.
